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Sadiq Khan is leading a new city-wide campaign to get Londoners 
to leg it by refusing to use a chauffeur-driven limo. 

Although other mayors in the capital have official use of a Roller, 
the mayor of London is setting a best-foot-forward example to do 
the walk of life by preferring to use Shanks's pony. 

And his team has calculated that if every Londoner follows in Mr 
Khan's footsteps, walking or cycling for 20 minutes a day, it would 
save the NHS £1.7 billon in treatment costs over the next 25 years. 
Whereas the Lord Mayor of London has a Rolls Royce Phantom for 
ceremonial use and the mayor of Kensington and Chelsea has ac¬ 
cess to a Bentley, simple-stepping Mr Khan has opted to rely on his 
plates of meat instead as he promotes his vision to kick-start the 
health campaign - a cause that is close to his heart as, like thou¬ 
sands of other Londoners, he suffers from asthma worsened by the 
city's polluted air

Capital’s cash-crisis 
dilemma with Met 

Unless government pays more for policing, city will face dire consequences

LONDONERS are facing a cash 
crisis dilemma with the Met - un¬ 
less the government pays more for 
policing, the city will face dire con¬ 
sequences of cuts which will 
weaken the already-thin blue line 
by a 10th. 

Following a critical report on 
the state of the Met by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constab¬ 
ulary, the force has hit back with 
a blunt message - “We’re trying 
our hardest but what do you ex¬ 
pect on this shoestring?”. 


As the Met faces a further throt¬ 
tling of its budget which could see 
the force which is already 700 de¬ 
tectives short now slashed by up 
to 3,000 officers, top cops backed 
by Sadiq Khan are warning that 
public safety will be put at risk if 
the government cash cuts keep 
coming. 

The police watchdog’s annual 
assessment of the Met claims it is 
not up to scratch at keeping people 
safe, especially the vulnerable like 
children, the elderly, the disabled 
and the mentally ill. 

The HMIC report claims: “The 
Metropolitan Police Service re¬ 


quires improvement in respect of 
its effectiveness at keeping people 
safe and reducing crime. 

“Our overall judgment is the 
same as last year. The force works 
hard to prevent crime and antiso¬ 
cial behaviour but its inadequate 
approach to keeping vulnerable 
people safe is a cause of concern 
to HMIC. 

“The quality of some investiga¬ 
tions and its management of of¬ 
fenders also require improvement. 
Its response to gangs is impressive 
but its wider approach to tackling 
serious and organised crime re¬ 
quires improvement.” 


HM inspector Zoe Billingham, 
the author of the report, said: 
“We’re the Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary, we don’t use language 
like this usually, but we’re talking 
about a national crisis in a short¬ 
age of detectives. The Metropolitan 
Police is 700 detectives down and 
is struggling to recruit detectives”. 

But the Met argues that it is in 
desperate need of more money and 
officers have been overstretched 
in dealing with the increasing 
threat of a terrorist attack on the 
capital. 

The Met says it is “surprised”

‘Let’s make capital 
a zero suicide city’ 

Health chiefs urge action by mayor following alarming figures from borough

HEALTH chiefs have urged Lon¬ 
don mayor Sadiq Khan to create a 
“zero suicide city” after official fig¬ 
ures revealed record numbers of 
people taking their own life in 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

The borough’s suicide rate - one 
of the highest in the capital - is 
now around 25 per cent above the 
London average, according to data 
from the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics. 

Latest records suggest as many 
as 14 Londoners are taking their 
own life every week, with the num¬ 
ber of deaths by suicide rising by 
a third between 2014 and 2015. 

City Hall health officials have 
called for urgent action to reduce 
the “alarming” increase in suicide 
deaths. 

The London Assembly’s health 
committee said the mayor should 


work towards creating a “zero sui¬ 
cide city” where Londoners are 
able to talk about their problems 
and seek appropriate support. 

Dr Onkar Sahota, chairman of 
the committee, said: “It is shocking 
that every week an average of 14 
Londoners choose to end their own 
life. 

“Every death is a personal 
tragedy and has devastating effects 
not just on family and friends but 
also on the wider health service.” 

Between 2014 and 2015, the most 
recent available data, the number 
of suicides in London leapt from 
552 to 735 - the highest figure for a 
single year since records began. 

Men remain the most likely to 
take their own life, with only a 
quarter of suicide cases in London 
involving women. 

But the committee warned that 
other groups in society are also at 
high risk, including young people 
who have been in care, victims of 


abuse, people leaving the Armed 
Forces, members of the LBGT+ 
community and people with men¬ 
tal-health problems. 

Dr Sahota said: “What is partic¬ 
ularly alarming is how the number 
of suicides in London has grown 
over the years. 

“The mayor of London promised 
to take action on preventing sui¬ 
cide in London in his manifesto 
and we urge him to do everything 
in his power to deliver on this. Lon¬ 
don urgently needs to become a 
‘zero suicide’ city.” 

According to the ONS data, a to¬ 
tal of 182 people took their own life 
in Hammersmith and Fulham be¬ 
tween 2005 and 2015. 

As a proportion of overall popu¬ 
lation, this is among the highest in 
the capital. 

London Assembly research 
found that inner London boroughs 
were particularly prone to high 
suicide rates, with Camden, Isling¬ 


ton and Southwark also recording 
levels above the London average. 

London Weekly News has cam¬ 
paigned to improve suicide preven¬ 
tion as part of the Change Is Possi¬ 
ble mental-health appeal. 

Working with the mental-health 
charity Mind, this newspaper has 
highlighted the work of the 
Maytree suicide respite centre, 
which offers a short residential 
stay for Londoners in the grips of 
a suicidal crisis. 

The campaign has also profiled 
a new musical about suicide, Catch 
Me, which opened in the West End 
in November. 

National charity the Campaign 
Against Living Miserably provides 
a suicide helpline, currently 
funded by the tri-borough partner¬ 
ship between Hammersmith and 
Fulham, Kensington and Chelsea 
and the City of Westminster.

as Chelsea stadium 
is given green light

LONDON mayor Sadiq Khan 
has approved Chelsea Football 
Club’s plans for a £500 million 
new stadium. 

Plans for the revamped Stam¬ 
ford Bridge will boost the club’s 
matchday capacity by more 
than 18,000 - from 4f600 to 
60,000. It will also include an el¬ 
evated walkway over the 
nearby District Line, linking 
the stadium to Fulham Broad¬ 
way station. 

The mayor said he is satisfied 
that the new stadium is a “high- 
quality and spectacular design”. 

Chelsea’s proposal was given 
the green light by Hammer¬ 


smith and Fulham council’s 
planning committee in January. 

The club’s application also in¬ 
cludes an investment of 
£12 million in the local commu¬ 
nity, as well as a contribution of 
£3.75 million towards affordable 
housing in the borough. 

The mayor said: “London is 
one of the world’s greatest 
sporting cities and I’m de¬ 
lighted that we will soon add 
Chelsea’s new stadium to the al¬ 
ready fantastic array of sport¬ 
ing arenas in the capital. 

“Having taken a balanced 


view of the application, I’m sat¬ 
isfied this is a high-quality and 
spectacular design, which will 
significantly increase capacity 
within the existing site, as well 
as ensuring fans can have easy 
access from nearby transport 
connections. 

“I’m confident this new sta¬ 
dium will be a jewel in Lon¬ 
don’s sporting crown and will 
attract visitors and football fans 
from around the world.” 

The new stadium has been 
designed by architects Herzog 
and de Meuron - who also drew 


up plans for the iconic Birds 
Nest stadium in Beijing and the 
widely acclaimed Allianz Arena 
in Munich. 

Yesterday’s decision paves 
the way for one of the country’s 
biggest sporting complexes. 

The current Stamford Bridge 
will be demolished before work 
begins on the club’s new home 
at some point over the next 
three years. Roman 
Abramovich, Chelsea’s billion¬ 
aire owner, is expected to fork 
out around £500 million to cover 
the cost of the project.

D URING their chil¬

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YouTube star’s battle to save youth centre 



THE star of YouTube hit Chicken Shop 
Date is campaigning to keep open the 
youth centre where she created the 
show. 

Amelia Dimoldenberg started the in¬ 
ternet dating sensation, which attracts 
more than 500,000 fans, four years ago 
while involved in The Cut magazine, a 
youth project at The Stowe Centre in 
Royal Oak which is now being threat¬ 
ened with closure amid funding cuts 
from the Conservative-led council. 

Amelia, 22, grew up in nearby Edg- 
ware Road, and credits The Cut - which 
has already closed after funding was 
cut completely - with kickstarting her 
career in journalism. 

She said:"! started Chicken Shop 
Date when I was 18 and working on 
The Cut. That magazine was the only 
reason I was able to start the show and 
we were allowed to write about any¬ 
thing, we had a lot of freedom. 

"The Stowe Centre provides space 
for young people, which is so valuable. 
You can go somewhere and do differ¬ 
ent projects, and a lot of people in the 
area don't have that space outside 
home otherwise. 

"Some young people might not have 
a welcoming home environment, but 


at the Stowe you could just hang out 
with friends outside your flat where 
people are living on top of each other. 
It's invaluable to get out of the house 
and when spaces like The Stowe are 
forced to shut down, where does that 
leave young people? Maybe on a street 
corner, causing trouble." 

Amelia, who is a final-year fashion 
journalism student at Central Saint 
Martins, says the magazine inspired 
her to pursue a career in journalism. 
Her YouTube channel has almost 
40,000 subscribers, with some of her 
videos hitting 500,000 views. She 
hoped its success could help draw at¬ 
tention to The Stowe Centre's plight. 

Westminster council stopped fund¬ 
ing all the borough's youth services 
last September, and locals fear The 
Stowe may be forced to shut its doors 
for good. 

Amelia, whose father is Labour 
councillor Paul Dimoldenberg, said: 
"The Cut magazine gave me all the op¬ 
portunities I have today. It sadly does¬ 
n't exist any more but it seems so 
simple that to create great, strong 
adults you have to be able to give 
them facilities as young people. 

"It was a place to hang out with peo¬ 


ple my age and we had all the facilities 
we needed. We had amazing mentors, 
our own office, a photography studio 
and recording equipment and every¬ 
thing we needed to run a legitimate 
magazine. I don't know where else we 
could have done that. 

"It's so obvious that disenfranchised 
young people grow up to be adults 
without opportunities and end up in 
bad situations, and this just seems un¬ 
fortunate. Westminster council don't 
seem to care about poor young peo¬ 
ple." 

Cllr Richard Holloway, Westminster 
cabinet member for children, families 
and young people, said: "Our priority is 
to protect the most vulnerable in our 
society, including young people. 

"As we deal with shrinking budgets 
we are looking at new and creative 
ways to maximise our resources. We 
have had to take some difficult deci¬ 
sions on youth clubs but the establish¬ 
ment of the Young Westminster 
Foundation will allow us to raise funds 
in new and innovative ways, linking 
with local businesses, through their 
corporate social responsibility plans, 
to support vulnerable children and 
young people."

that the HMIC's report"makes no reference 
to budget challenges the service has faced 
and they do not reflect how these pres¬ 
sures lead to difficult prioritisation deci¬ 
sions to achieve the best for the public". 

It added:"We are pleased that the HMIC 
have recognised the hard work of our offi¬ 
cers and staff to keep people safe and to 
tackle crime and antisocial behaviour as 
reflected in the reduction in crime in Lon¬ 
don over the last five years. 

"This report repeats the HMIC's con¬ 
cerns from their report that specifically fo¬ 
cused on child protection in autumn 2016, 
and, as they acknowledged at the time, 
we already taking action to making 
changes to improve how we work with 
vulnerable people, including children. 

"However, we do not agree with their 
overall view of the Met's effectiveness, par¬ 
ticularly in relation to tackling organised 
crime, and it is a shame that they have not 
highlighted their own research showing a 
five per cent rise public satisfaction in the 
Met in just one year. 

"We welcome recognition of its success 
in tackling organised crime which the 
HMIC describe as admirable in many re¬ 
spects and as impressive in relation to our 
work tackling gangs. 

"We therefore do not agree with the 
overall judgement of effectiveness in this 
area. We continue to improve our intelli¬ 
gence sharing, and specialist detectives 
are being embedded with frontline col¬ 
leagues to enhance our approach to tackle 
organised crime. 

"We think the public recognise that Lon¬ 
don has faced a threat level at severe for 
the last two-and-a-half years, during which 


period the Met has focused on preventing 
terrorist attacks. 

"We have carried out significant work 
required to try to keep London safe in this 
period and it is a disappointing that this 
has barely been acknowledged in this re¬ 
port. 

"Policing is a tough job - whatever the 
financial situation - and there are chal¬ 
lenges which will face anyone who 
chooses to be an officer. 

"But it is still a job that is attracting 
bright and motivated recruits who make 
rewarding careers fighting crime and pro¬ 
tecting the vulnerable. 

"The Metropolitan Police Service be¬ 
lieves that all officers, whether serving in 
uniform or not, should be able to investi¬ 
gate crimes effectively and we train them 
accordingly. 

"Detective recruitment and retention is 
being addressed as a priority but in an or¬ 
ganisation as large and complex as ours, 
ensuring we have the right people in the 
right roles to deal with an ever-changing 
pattern of demand will always be very 
challenging, even more so in the current 
financial climate. 

"The Met is tackling this issue with a 
range of initiatives including recruiting ex¬ 
perienced former detectives to coach 
trainee detectives, and encouraging offi¬ 
cers to become detectives through various 
routes into this career path. 

"The Met has more officers than ever 
before taking the detective exam. 

"However, we are not complacent and 
appreciate that the changing nature of 
policing means that demand for trained 
detectives is growing as a proportion of 
warranted officers. 

"This is not an issue unique to London 


but is a national one. Indeed London is 
the only force to have maintained officer 
numbers in the face of budget cuts. The 
status and role of the detective remains 
central to policing." 

But now the Met is facing savage new 
cuts of £400 million, which could see the 
force's current strength of 32,000 reduced 
by up to 3,000 officers. 

As Ken Marsh, chairman of the Met's Po¬ 
lice Federation, warns: "I can't see how we 
can protect the streets in the same way as 
we do now with 2,500 to 3,000 fewer 
cops - that's a huge number and that 
would have a massive effect on all the de¬ 
partments within the Met", now the mayor 
of London has stepped in and is calling 
on Londoners and the capital's MPs to 
lobby the government to stop the cuts. 

Sadiq Khan, who is increasing his fund¬ 
ing of policing by £27.8 million this year 
to a total of £621.6 million, said:"The safety 
and protection of our capital city and all 
Londoners is my priority. 

"This means keeping officer numbers 
as high as possible, with a strategic target 
of 32,000. 

"But this is becoming increasingly diffi¬ 
cult as the government continues to con¬ 
sistently underfund the Met. Ministers're¬ 
fusal to reimburse Londoners for work 
already undertaken to police London as a 
global capital city is risking the safety of 
all Londoners. 

"I urge MPs to join me in making the 
case for London in the strongest terms, 
and join me once again in calling on the 
government to rethink their decision not 
to provide the funds we need to keep Lon¬ 
don safe."

WESTMINSTER councillors are 
warning that residents face a 
plague of rats and cockroaches if 
feared cuts in council spending 
cause the end of its pest-control 
service. 

Labour councillors claim that 
leaked papers from a private 
meeting of Conservative West¬ 
minster councillors have re¬ 
vealed they are concealing the 
true problems with the author¬ 
ity’s budget. 

Opposition members say the 
council is in a “budget crisis” 
which could see it scrapping pest 
control as it looks to find some 
£30 million more in savings. 

“The pest control service is 
under threat: it’s not paying its 
way and the council doesn’t have 
a legal requirement to have one,” 
said Labour's budget spokesman, 
Cllr David Boothroyd, who has 
called on council leader Nickie 
Aiken for a pledge to ring-fence 
pest control. 

“I asked the leader for a pledge 
to maintain it. She fell back on 
the old politicians’ answer, ‘We 
have no plans to end the pest-con¬ 
trol service’, and then said that 
the council would always con¬ 
tinue to run its statutory service. 

“That was an odd remark be¬ 
cause the leaked briefing papers 
specifically say pest control is 
non-statutory. 

“People need to know pest in¬ 
festation will be tackled immedi¬ 
ately and look to the council - 
with 50 years’ experience - to 
help. Whatever changes are 
planned, a less effective service 
will mean health hazards for res¬ 
idents and businesses.” 

Labour councillors have been 
sent the presentation from a Con¬ 
servative ‘group seminar’ on Jan¬ 
uary 21 at which the incoming 
cabinet unveiled its budget to 
other Conservative councillors. 
The Conservatives revealed their 
agreed direction for the council 
includes “maximising commer¬ 
cial opportunities” and to “cre¬ 
atively finance while mainta¬ 
ining public probity”.

A Labour spokesman said: 
“Comparing the private meeting 
papers with the published budget 
report agreed by the council’s 
cabinet reveals that Conserva¬ 
tive councillors were told several 
things in private which they did¬ 
n’t want to mention in public. 

“Westminster council has to 
find £37 million savings next year 
but has only found £7 million so 
far. 

“The Conservatives’ strategy 
of increasing fees and charges is 
very risky but the risk has been 
downplayed.In private they 
admit ‘an economic downturn 
could have a dramatic impact on 
the outturn’. 

“Increasing council funds are 
having to be spent coping with 
the housing crisis, and govern¬ 
ment policy is making it worse. 

“The pest-control service is 
under threat, delays in the coun¬ 
cil’s capital building programme 
are making it uncertain and dif¬ 
ficult to finance and even more 
cuts and charges are on their 
way in future years - even if the 
government stops cutting its 
grant. 

Cllr Boothroyd added: “It’s fas¬ 
cinating to see what the West¬ 
minster Tories tell themselves in 
private, but also deeply concern¬ 
ing. What does ‘creatively finance 
while maintaining public pro¬ 
bity’ mean? It sounds like an ad¬ 
mission that the council’s 
financial antics are putting a 
strain on probity.” 

But the council is refusing to 
be drawn on future cuts in spend¬ 
ing. Cllr Tim Mitchell, cabinet 
member for finance, property 
and corporate services, said: 
“Westminster City Council will 
have made £130 million savings 
between 2015 and 2018, while still 
delivering excellent services and 
the lowest band-D council tax in 
the country. 

“We are able to do this because 
we meticulously plan our bud¬ 
gets and where we will spend tax¬ 
payers’ money very carefully and 
prudently over months and 
years. No decisions will be taken 
about the 2018-19 budget until this 
time next year.” 
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New help with 
mental health 

NEW help is to be made 
available for people in 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
who experience mental-health 
problems. 

The West London Alliance 
Mental Health and 
Employment Trailblazer 
service has been launched to 
support those suffering from 
issues such as depression and 
anxiety. 

The service integrates 
employment support and 
talking therapies to help 
people find sustainable work 
in their field. 

Experts say the service will 
improve quality of life and 
enable those with mental- 
health problems to be more 
independent. 

LED street 
lights on way 

A NEW set of environmentally 
friendly street lights are set to 
be rolled out across 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

The LED lamps, which use 
less energy and produce more 
natural white light, will replace 
all street lights in the borough 
by April 2018. 

The lamps require much less 
electricity to operate and have 
an extremely long life span 
compared to traditional lights. 

Work has already begun on 
installing the lights, with the 
project due for completion in 
the spring. 

QPR celebrate 
unsung heroes 

QUEENS Park Rangers Football 
Club will celebrate unsung 
heroes in Hammersmith and 
Fulham with a special event at 
Loftus Road. 

The club is hosting a 
community day to recognise 
the efforts of local teachers, 
firefighters, police officers and 
NHS staff. 

Invited guests will be 
honoured during a half-time 
presentation at the game 
against Rotherham United on 
March 18. 

Fans have also been asked 
to nominate their own unsung 
heroes to take part, with a 
select few being honoured on 
the pitch. 

Commemorate 
the Great War 

GRANTS of up to £10,000 are 
being made available to help 
community groups 
commemorate the First World 
War. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund 
will hand out £2 million to 
projects across the country 
this year and is encouraging 
applicants to come forward.

The ticket holder picked the 
right numbers but failed to come 
forward and collect the seven-fig¬ 
ure prize before the deadline ex¬ 
pired on February 23. 

National Lottery bosses were 
able to trace the winning ticket 
to a machine in Hammersmith 
and Fulham but failed to find the 
secret millionaire. 

A total of 27 winners were 
picked out in a special Lotto 
draw to celebrate the achieve¬ 
ments of Team GB at the Rio 
Olympics last year. 

Most came forward to claim 
their prize - but the West Lon¬ 
don millionaire could not be 
found. 

The search prompted mem¬ 
bers of the London Corinthian 
Sailing Club in Hammersmith to 
take to the Thames in a bid to 
track down the mystery winner. 

But the National Lottery con¬ 
firmed last week that the dead¬ 


line has now passed with no sign 
of the borough’s secret million¬ 
aire. 

Andy Carter, a winners’ ad¬ 
viser at the National Lottery, 
said: “We tried very hard to find 
the ticket holder and it’s a real 
shame that they have missed 
out. But there is still one winner 


- the nation. This money, and all 
the interest earned over the 180 
days, will now go to benefit pro¬ 
jects all over the UK funded by 
the National Lottery.” 

More than fOOO community 
projects in Hammersmith and 
Fulham have benefited from Na¬ 
tional Lottery funding since 1994. 


Tumble-dryer blaze: firm 
in U-turn on safety advice

THE company whose faulty tum¬ 
ble dryer was found to have 
sparked a huge fire in Shepherd’s 
Bush has backtracked on its 
safety advice and urged owners to 
unplug their machines. 

Whirlpool’s U-turn follows a 
major awareness campaign led by 
the London Fire Brigade. 

The white-goods manufacturer 
had previously told customers 
that tumble dryers due for repair 
could still be used if closely mon¬ 
itored. 

But the company’s official ad¬ 
vice was met with outrage by fire- 
safety experts and consumer 
champions Which? 

Last week Whirlpool finally 
changed its safety advice, telling 
customers with faulty dryers not 
to use their appliances. 

It came after a review carried 
out by trading standards urged 
the company to update its safety 
advice. 

A notice on Whirlpool’s website 
said: “Trading standards have no¬ 
tified us that updated usage advice 
should be communicated to af¬ 
fected customers. 

“If your tumble dryer is affected 
by this issue then you should un¬ 
plug it and do not use it until the 
modification has taken place.”

The U-turn was welcomed by 
campaigners as an important step 
that could save lives. 

Dan Daly, the London Fire 
Brigade’s assistant commissioner 
for fire safety, said crews attend 
hundreds of fires involving white 
goods every year. 

He said: “This change of advice 
could save lives and we are ex¬ 
tremely relieved that, after six 
months of campaigning by the 
brigade, Whirlpool has finally 
brought its advice in line with our 
own.” 

The fire risk posed by faulty 
dryers was brought to light last 
August when a blaze broke out at 
a tower block in Shepherd’s Bush. 

The building was evacuated as 
the flames spread across five 
floors and gutted two apartments. 

No-one suffered serious injuries 
but dozens of residents had to 
spend several nights in emer¬ 
gency accommodation and lost a 


number of possessions. An inves¬ 
tigation later confirmed that the 
fire had been caused by an Indesit 
dryer that was subject to “correc¬ 
tive action”. 

The findings prompted a high- 
profile campaign led by the 
brigade, Which?, local MP Andy 
Slaughter and Hammersmith and 
Fulham council. 

More than 70,000 people signed 
a petition calling on the manufac¬ 
turer to change its official advice 
after it suggested the potentially 
dangerous appliances were still 
safe to use. 

Cllr Sue Fennimore, Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham council’s cabi¬ 
net member for social inclusion, 
said: “The question needs to be 
asked why this action was not 
taken when the risks were already 
known and before the home-de¬ 
stroying and life-threatening fire 
in Shepherd’s Bush last August. 

“We will only be fully satisfied 
when Whirlpool comply with the 
London Fire Brigade’s Total Re¬ 
calls campaign to make white 
goods safer and there are improve¬ 
ments to the national products 
safety system.” 

Whirlpool customers who own 
an Indesit, Hotpoint, Swan or 
Creda tumble dryer that is subject 
to “corrective action” are advised 
not to use it until repairs are car¬ 
ried out. 


Roadworks set to bring 'significant disruption’ 


DRIVERS have been warned to ex¬ 
pect several months of delays on 
one of the main routes into Fulham 
ahead of a new phase of repair work 
that is set to bring more traffic mis¬ 
ery. 

National Grid is planning to close 
the westbound lane of Fulham Road 
between Beaufort Street and Gunter 
Grove for certain periods while ur¬ 
gent construction work is carried 
out. It has warned of “significant 
disruption” in the area and urged 
drivers to plan ahead. 


The work is scheduled to start in 
May and could take until Septem¬ 
ber to complete. 

National Grid says it needs to up¬ 
grade an old metal gas main, which 
runs underneath Gunter Grove, 
along Fulham Road past the 
Chelsea and Westminster Hospital 
all the way to the junction with 
Beaufort Street. 

Workers will replace the main 
with new pipes made of more 
durable material. 

A spokesman for National Grid 


said: “Where possible temporary 
traffic signals will be used to min¬ 
imise the time and extent of the 
road closure. 

“It is likely there will be signifi¬ 
cant disruption in the area so it will 
be important to allow more time for 
journeys.” 

All shops and businesses will re¬ 
main open as usual during the work 
and National Grid has promised to 
“make every effort” to minimise in¬ 
convenience for residents. It says 
the work is “crucial”. 


Revamped theatre 
offering free tours 

THE countdown to the long-awaited relaunch of 
the Bush Theatre has begun, with less than two 
weeks to go before the doors are thrown open 
once again. 

The popular Shepherd's Bush venue is due to 
start a new chapter in its history on March 18 as 
members of the public are invited inside for the 
first time in a year. 

Theatre bosses have been hard at work over the 
last 12 months having closed the Uxbridge Road 
venue in February 2016 for a £4.3 million 
refurbishment. 

This month's reopening will mark the 
completion of the theatre's biggest ever revamp as 
it seeks to cement its place among the capital's 
elite performance venues. 

The redeveloped building will include a brand 
new entrance and front-of-house area, with an 
outside garden terrace leading to the main street. 

It is set to trigger a significant boost for the Bush, 
with audience numbers expected to triple over the 
next six years. 

Madani Younis, pictured, the 
Bush's artistic director, has driven 
the theatre's ambitious 
redevelopment. 

He says the new look will help to 
create his vision of a theatre that 
reflects the diversity and vibrancy 
of London. 

Speaking to London Weekly News 
last year, he said:"With the global 
political context shifting and the 
emergence of pervasive right-wing 
politics, it is more important than 
ever that artists and theatres 
agitate as well as entertain. 

"With the redevelopment of our building, we are 
proud to be able to embrace new voices, who will 
breathe life into this remarkable building. 

"It is their stories of joy, love, anger and most of 
all hope that will inspire a new generation of 
audiences." 

The Bush is set to come back with a bang in 
2017. Between April and November, the theatre 
will present three new commissions, three world 
premieres, two European premieres and one 
production that will tour nationwide. 

Highlights include a production of Guards At The 
Taj, by Pulitzer Prize finalist Rajiv Joseph, followed 
by the first European production of Hir by Taylor 
Mac. 

As part of the Bush's commitment to diversity, 
half of the entire 2017 programme will be based on 
works by black, Asian, minority ethnic and refugee 
writers. 

MrYounis previously told London Weekly News: 
"With the political climate being what it is, I think 
it's important that our cultural venues speak of the 
stories that we are not seeing represented across 
the medium more widely." 

The Bush Theatre reopens on Saturday March 18 
at 1pm, with free tours of the building running 
throughout the afternoon. 

Council 'compassion’ 

THE leader of Hammersmith and Fulham council 
has hailed a "compassionate" budget after signing 
off town-hall spending plans for the next year. 

Cllr Stephen Cowan said freezing council tax and 
cutting charges would ease the financial burden 
on residents. 

The budget was agreed at a full council meeting 
on February 22, despite opposition from Conserva¬ 
tive members. It includes a commitment to keep 
the council's share of council tax at its current level 
- although an increase in the mayor of London's 
charge will mean bills going up overall. 

Councillors have also set out plans to invest an 
extra £3.4 million into adult social care while cut¬ 
ting fees for market traders in Lyric Square and 
North End Road. 

Cllr Cowan said: "It's not just a smarter budget- 
it's a more compassionate budget.We want to be 
the best council at tackling poverty, the best at re¬ 
ducing crime and antisocial behaviour and to be 
the best place to do business in Europe." 

The council-tax freeze comes despite the gov¬ 
ernment enabling local authorities to raise bills by 
up to four per cent. For the average band-D tax¬ 
payer, it means that the council's share of the 
charge will be set at £727.81 for the year. 

The authority says council-tax bills in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham will be the third-lowest in the 
UK in 2017. But Conservative councillors criticised 
the Labour administration for "hypocrisy and bro¬ 
ken promises". 

Cllr Greg Smith, leader of the opposition, said: 
"This is a sad state of affairs. Labour are failing our 
borough." 
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Rise in women bankers 


‘could help avoid 
financial crashes’

MORE women are needed in 
The City because too many 
male bankers are too ballsy, 
a new reports claims. 

More women could help 
avoid financial crashes be¬ 
cause testosterone-fuelled 
male traders take too many 
risks, according to new re¬ 
search. 

A study found a phe¬ 
nomenon known as the psy¬ 
chological momentum adv¬ 
antage made male judo fight¬ 
ers more likely to win - but 
not women. 

This is a state of mind 
where individuals feel 
things are going unstop- 
pably their way. It is caused, 
among other factors, by 
shifts in levels of the male 
sex hormone. 

The economists say the 
finding may be relevant to 
The City - where nine in 10 
workers are men. 

Bringing more women 
into the financial industry 
could help prevent ‘bubbles’ 
that occur when investors 
put so much demand on a 
stock they drive the price be¬ 
yond its actual worth. 

The two most famous ex¬ 
amples of the 20th century 
were the ‘bubble’ in Ameri¬ 
can stocks in the 1920s just 
before the Great Depression 
driven by the invention of 
radios, cars and aeroplanes 
and the Dot-com ‘bubble’ of 
the late 1990s. 


This was also based on 
speculative activity sur¬ 
rounding the development of 
new technology, this time the 
Internet and e-commerce. 

Dr Ze’ev Shtudiner, of 
Ariel University, Israel, said: 
“We can connect our findings 
to the effect of psychological 
momentum in financial mar¬ 
kets of which 90 per cent are 
men. 

“Such an effect may lead 
male traders, driven by an in¬ 
crease in testosterone due to 
a successful investment, to 
take exaggerated risks, 
which, in turn, create price 
‘bubbles’. 


“By increasing the number 
of women in financial mar¬ 
kets, it may be possible to sta¬ 
bilise these markets since 
women have less dramatic 
shifts in testosterone levels, 
which can make them less 
prone to the momentum ef¬ 
fect. 

“This argument is consis¬ 
tent with our results that mo¬ 
mentum effects are generated 
only among men, since it is 
only among them that testos¬ 
terone levels increase after 
success.” 

The study published in the 
Journal of Economic Behavior 
& Organization said psycho¬ 


logical momentum signifi¬ 
cantly affects performance 
among men - but not among 
women. This may account for 
exaggerated risk-taking in fi¬ 
nancial and business endeav¬ 
ours among males. 

Dr Danny Cohen-Zada, of 
Ben-Gurion University of the 
Negev, Israel, said: “The pur¬ 
pose of our study was twofold: 
to estimate the causal effect of 
psychological momentum on 
performance in real tourna¬ 
ment settings, and to examine 
whether there are any gender 
differences in the correspond¬ 
ing response.” 

In the study, the researchers 
analysed two different samples 
of men’s and women’s judo 
competitions from 2009 to 2013. 

In the first, they looked at 
the bronze-medal fights of each 
tournament. 

While competitors won the 
same number of bouts, some 
had won their most recent 
while others did not. The for¬ 
mer category of performers 
had a potential momentum ad¬ 
vantage. It turned out they 
were more likely to win the 
fight - if they were male. 

Dr Alex Krumer, of Univer¬ 
sity of St Gallen, Switzerland, 
said: “Our results showed, 
based on a cross section analy¬ 
sis of 106 men’s and 111 
women’s fights from eight 
major annual judo events, hav¬ 
ing a psychological momentum 
advantage significantly in¬ 
creases the winning probabil¬ 
ity in men’s contests but not in 
women’s.” 

Based on the head-to-head 
history of the pairs from the 
first sample and analysing 225 
men’s and 231 women’s fights, 
the researchers then obtained 
similar results by looking at 
how the performance of the 
same pair of judo experts was 
affected by varied momentum 
statuses in different tourna¬ 
ments. 

As expected, these results 
also indicated the psychologi¬ 
cal momentum effect just ex¬ 
ists among men. 

According to Dr Krumer, as 
well as helping to avoid prob¬ 
lems in the stock market by re¬ 
cruiting more women, the 
research could also boost busi¬ 
ness in other ways. 

He said: “An increased fre¬ 
quency of positive feedback 
from managers after success¬ 
ful actions may turn into a pos¬ 
itive psychological momentum 
and thus increase productivity. 

“Similarly, managers should 
exert efforts to reduce the in¬ 
fluence of unsuccessful actions 
of their workers to avoid pro¬ 
ductivity losses.” 

Dr Cohen-Zada believes ad¬ 
ditional research would be 
beneficial, focusing on the role 
of psychological effects on per¬ 
formance in male-dominated 
positions, including stockbro¬ 
kers, as well as high-profile 
managers, politicians and mil¬ 
itary commanders. 
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Misconception could 
see country killing 
off the golden goose 


P eople need to 
wake up and 
stop assuming 
that being self- 
employed is a 
ruse to avoid 
paying tax, because it just 
isn’t true. 

The recession hit mil¬ 
lions of people hard, and 
thousands were forced to go 
freelance, speeding up a 
process which was already 
well and truly in motion. 

Freelancing and self-em¬ 
ployment are things that, if 
the UK wants to take a place 
as an independent, forward- 
looking economy in the 
post-Brexit era, we must 
embrace. 

The Treasury, however, 
seems to have cause for con¬ 
cern and in this week’s Bud¬ 
get the Chancellor, Philip 
Hammond, could announce 
the plans to overhaul the 
self-employed tax system. 

It seems that the Chancel¬ 
lor, like so many others, be¬ 
lieves that there’s a strong 
case to tackle the growing 
discrepancy between work¬ 
ers who pay tax using 
PAYE, the self-employed 
and those who run personal 
service companies. 

According to the industry 
body IPSE, freelancers con¬ 
tributed a total of 
£119 billion to the economy 
last year, an increase of 
£10 billion from 2015. This 
translates to 42 per cent of 
the 4.8 million self-em¬ 
ployed population, which is 
rapidly growing. The old 
ways are making way for 
the new, and just because 
things are changing doesn’t 
mean people are on the fid¬ 
dle. 

It’s not just the billions in 
tax paid by all these inde¬ 
pendent traders, but the 
knock-on effects their activ¬ 
ity is having on the rest of 
the economy. From new 
houses, designer clothes 
and fuel, to sandwiches and 
coffee, freelancers are fu¬ 
elling the 21st-century UK 
economy. But perhaps there 
does need to be some sort of 
reform. When it comes to 
classifying workers, the 
facts and figures need to be 
crystal clear. 

In the Autumn Statement 
in November, the Chancel¬ 
lor suggested that some sort 


of review was in the dis¬ 
tance, perhaps referring to 
the Budget. He stressed that 
“technological progress is 
changing the way people 
live and the way they work; 
the tax system needs to 
keep pace”. But the pace of 
the issue is currently out¬ 
stripping the action being 
taken by government. 

A couple of weeks ago we 
lost a case against a 
plumber who did work for 
us on a self-employed basis 
for six years. He took ad¬ 
vantage of the benefits of 
that status, before deciding 
he wanted to have his cake 
and eat it, and sued us for 
employment rights as an 
employee. 

The current law, accord¬ 
ing to the Court of Appeal, 
says that despite this 
plumber having been VAT- 
registered and paying low 
Corporation Tax (not 
higher PAYE), supplying 
his own materials, and 
claiming tax relief for em¬ 
ploying his wife, an accoun¬ 
tant and using his home as 
an office, he was, in fact, not 
self-employed. 

It seems that we do need 
some real reform here, 
which is why I would, as 
well as whatever comes of 
the Chancellor’s Budget 
speech, respectfully request 
a hearing from Matthew 
Taylor’s review of employ¬ 
ment practices, which he 
has been commissioned to 
carry out for the govern¬ 
ment. 

This is very important. 
Honest businesses like 
mine are not ripping off 
HMRC, and if this miscon¬ 
ception is allowed to con¬ 
tinue we may end up killing 
the golden goose - which in 
this case is the very same 
bird that dragged the UK 
out of recession. 

If the Treasury are going 
to change the way that the 
tax system works, they need 
to do so by keeping their 
promises and confirm that 
the taxation of different 
ways of working is repre¬ 
sentative of and fair to the 
individuals involved. 

We need leadership and 
legislation from govern¬ 
ment, not vague sugges¬ 
tions that honest businesses 
might be up to no good.

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Councils join 
forces in bid to 
beat health cuts

TOWN-HALL bosses in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham have 
joined forces with council 
leaders in Ealing in a double 
effort to defend local health 
services from cuts and clo¬ 
sures. 

The leaders of the two 
neighbouring local authorities 
spoke at a public meeting at 
Ealing Town Hall as part of a 
renewed push to protect the 
NHS. 

In January, campaigners 
claimed to have uncovered de¬ 
tails of huge cuts to health ser¬ 
vices. 

They also fear the axe will 
fall on Charing Cross Hospital 
as health bosses seek to re¬ 
structure services in the face 
of growing budget pressures. 

The Imperial College 
Healthcare NHS Trust, which 
runs the hospital along with 
several others in north west 
London, has denied any plans 
to reduce the number of NHS 
jobs and beds in the next fi¬ 
nancial year. It has also ruled 
out closing Charing Cross 
until at least 202L 

But council chiefs maintain 
that the NHS is “under at¬ 
tack”.

At the public meeting, Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham council 
leader Stephen Cowan said: 
“This is not about a clinical 
assessment of what is needed. 
This is about the slow undoing 
of our National Health Ser¬ 
vice.” 

Both Cllr Cowan and Ealing 
council leader Julian Bell 
have refused to support a con¬ 
troversial NHS plan that sets 
out proposals for managing 
health- care resources for the 
next five years. Campaigners 
fear it will pave the way for 
downgrading Charing Cross 
Hospital and axing Ealing 
Hospital’s A&E unit. 


The latest developments in 
the campaign come as demand 
for local services continues to 
rise. 

Official figures revealed 
that during the second week of 
January more than 350 people 
waited for more than four 
hours in A&E at Charing 
Cross, with demand at the unit 
up by almost a third over the 
last two years. 

Cllr Cowan said: “There is 
real reason for concern about 
the plan to downgrade A&E at 
Charing Cross. 

“With demand soaring and 
the existing resources strug¬ 
gling to cope, it is both foolish 
and dangerous to remove vital 
capacity in the system.” 

Eve Turner, secretary of the 
Ealing Save Our NHS cam¬ 
paign, said: “It is beyond belief 
that even as they are sending 
people home early from over¬ 
crowded hospitals, the local 
health bosses are still defend¬ 
ing their plans to cut hun¬ 
dreds of beds along with more 
than 7,750 NHS staff and re¬ 
duce A&E capacity by 64,000.” 

Imperial has repeatedly de¬ 
nied that Charing Cross will 
be downgraded to ‘local hospi¬ 
tal’ status over the next five 
years. 

It has also ruled out any 
cuts to staff numbers or hospi¬ 
tal beds in the next 12 months. 

A spokesman said: “The 
trust has no plans to reduce 
jobs or beds in the next finan¬ 
cial year. 

“Any proposed changes to 
services arising from this pro¬ 
cess will be subject to exten¬ 
sive engagement with staff, 
patients and stakeholders in 
advance of any formal pro¬ 
posal or decision.”

CHART-TOPPING popstars Mumford & Sons 
headlined a one-off charity fundraiser in 
Shepherd's Bush as part of a drive to combat 
food waste and help the hungry. 

The band, famous for hit songs Little Lion 
Man and Lover of the Light, topped a star-stud¬ 
ded bill during the special gig at St Stephen's 
Church last week. 

Proceeds from the show will go to the Felix 
Project, which collects leftover food from su¬ 
permarkets and delivers it free of charge to 
charities across London. 

Its mission is to support organisations who 
care for the poorest and most vulnerable in so¬ 
ciety by topping up their food supplies. 

Soul singer Michael Kiwanuka, folk song¬ 
writer Lucy Rose and indie bands Daughter, 
Bear's Den and Fat White Family were among 
the other artists performing at the church on 
Friday. 

Mumford & Sons have strong ties to the 
local area after emerging as part of the West 
London folk scene in the late 2000s. 

The band went on to huge commercial suc¬ 
cess and headlined Glastonbury Festival in 
2013. 

But they closed last week's event with a 
stripped-back acoustic set. 

Ben Lovett, a multi-instrumentalist in the 


band, said: "We are really happy to have been 
asked to perform at St Stephen's Church in 
support of the Felix Project. 

"The premise of the Felix Project is one we 
stand by, not just in its redistribution of re¬ 
source to those in need, but also in its effort to 
salvage some of the mindless wastage we cre¬ 
ate on a daily basis." 

The Felix Project was set up in London last 
year, supplying fresh food free of charge to a 
wide range of different charities across the 
capital. 

Many of the organisations it partners with 
work with people who have very poor diets, 
including homeless people, women living in 
refuges and people with complex mental- 
health problems. 

But the charities often have limited food 
budgets and cannot always provide meals for 
everyone they support. 

The Felix Project has stepped in to plug the 
gap by collecting surplus food from shops and 
wholesalers and delivering it straight to the 
door. 

The charity's Sophie Napper said: "All the 
money raised from the event will help the Felix 
Project continue to tackle food waste and food 
poverty, and expand into new areas of Lon¬ 
don." 


Magistrates’ court closure ‘could 
lead to rise in collapsed cases’ 


LEGAL cases may collapse 
when key witnesses fail to turn 
up to give evidence following 
the closure of Hammersmith 
Magistrates'Court, according 
to a senior councillor. 

The deputy leader of 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
council, Michael Cartwright, 
warned that a rise in the 
number of'no shows'could 
block the path to justice for 
victims of crime. 

Justice ministers confirmed 
last month that Hammersmith 
Magistrates'Court would be 
closed as part of efforts to 
streamline the legal system. 

Adult cases that would 
previously have been heard in 
Hammersmith will now take 
place in Westminster, Hendon 
and the City of London, while 
youth cases will be moved to 
Highbury Corner. 

Cllr Cartwright, a former 
magistrate, said the extra 
journey time would discourage 
witnesses from coming to 
court to give evidence. 

He said:"There is evidence 
from other areas where courts 
have been closed of an 
increase in cases collapsing 
because witnesses find it 
difficult to travel to the court 
where the case is listed."

The Law Society president 
Robert Bourns described the 
decision as"ill-considered"- 
and Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter branded the move a 
"land grab" by the Ministry of 
Justice. 

Critics have pointed to the 
particular impact of the closure 
on victims of domestic abuse, 
who are often already put off 
by the prospect of giving 
evidence in court. 

Sally Jackson, from the 
Standing Together Against 
Domestic Violence charity, 
said:"Moving the court 
elsewhere will add 
complications to those going 
through the daunting 
experience of giving evidence, 
but we are determined to work 
with our partners to minimise 


the disruption and ensure we 
don't lose the expertise of the 
specialist court." 

Plans to axe the court - 
along with several others 
across the country - were 
unveiled last year ahead of a 
public consultation. 

The proposals were 
approved last month despite a 
high-profile campaign led by 
law associations and local 
councils. 

Ministers believe other 
courts will be able to absorb 
the extra workload and have 
set out plans for more legal 
proceedings to be carried out 
using technology, without the 
need for some participants to 
attend in person. 

In the consultation 
document, MoJ delivery 
director Chris Jennings said: 
"The proposed relocation of 
the work and hearings from 
these courts has been carefully 
considered, along with the 
potential impact on court 
users, judiciary and staff. 

"The closures are proposed 
on the basis that the services 
provided ... can be delivered 
at other sites, which in turn will 
improve wider utilisation and 
the efficiency of the estate in 
London." 
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Deputy mayor’s 
‘No’ to arming 
all city’s police

CITY Hall’s police boss has warned cops pre¬ 
pared to carry guns that she will not back 
moves for a fully armed Met. 

Although 57 per cent of Met officers who 
responded to a Police Federation survey said 
they would be prepared to carry a gun “if the 
commissioner and the Home Secretary made 
a decision that all MPS officers should rou¬ 
tinely carry a firearm whilst on duty”, the 
deputy mayor for policing and crime, Sophie 
Linden, says City Hall will not allow it. 

Some 43 per cent of police surveyed said 
there “should be more specialist firearms of¬ 
ficers in the Metropolitan Police Service but 
not all officers should be routinely armed” - 
and Ms Linden is siding with them. 

She said: “London's police officers have 
made clear their support for our proud polic¬ 
ing tradition where the majority of our offi¬ 
cers are unarmed. 

“It does remain necessary to have a few 
highly specialised armed units, in line with 
the changing threat level, but we would not 
support any plan to routinely arm London’s 
police officers.” 

The Met’s Police Federation survey re¬ 
vealed that an overwhelming 75 per cent feel 


that “all Metropolitan Police officers should 
be issued with Taser whilst on duty”. 

But Ms Linden responded: “Taser should 
only be issued to fully trained officers and its 
use must be accountable to the community. 
How widely this tactic is used is kept under 
review.” 

Last year the Met revealed that it needed 
an extra 600 armed cops on the street. The 
force is currently training hundreds of extra 
officers to bring the Met up to full gun 
strength. 

The chairman of the Met’s federation, Ken 
Marsh, is seeking talks with City Hall about 
arming the police. 

He said: “We often hear people talk about 
what police officers want and we can now say 
with some certainty that our members feel 
that more Met Police officers should be car¬ 
rying a Taser on London streets. We can also 
say that we know their views on the prospect 
of being armed. 

“When police officers carry a Taser or gun, 
there is a huge responsibility - not to mention 
cost and specific training and welfare pack¬ 
ages for officers concerned - so we need to 
start to have discussions about what our 
members are asking for with the new com¬ 
missioner and the mayor of London.” 
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# Hot Aromatherapy Massage 
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Theatre’s ban on in-show snacks 


WHO'S afraid of a packet of crisps? West End 
theatre bosses who have issued a "stop eating" 
ban on audiences for a new production. 

Theatre fans planning to attend the latest 
run of Who's Afraid Of Virginia Wooif? at the 
Harold Pinter Theatre have been told to cut out 
the snacks. 

But theatre-goers are welcoming the ban and 
are calling on managers to extend it to drinking 
too. 

The Edward Albee play stars Imelda Staunton 
and Conleth Hill, and recently opened for pre¬ 
views. 

In an email to ticket bookers seen by The 
Stage newspaper, the Ambassador Theatre 
Group - which operates the Harold Pinter - said 
no food would be allowed to be eaten during 
the show. 

The email stated: "Out of consideration for 
the actors and for fellow audience members, 
we ask that no food be consumed during the 
performance." 

The email said that food purchased at bars 
in the theatre may be eaten before the show, 
or during one of its two breaks. Drinks will be 
allowed into the auditorium in plastic cups. 

A spokesman for the producers, Sonia Fried¬ 
man Productions, told The Stage that the deci¬ 
sion had been taken due to sections of the 
show being "extremely intense and quiet". 

During a recent interview, Ms Staunton said 
she would approve outlawing food in theatres, 
suggesting it distracts from the live perfor¬ 
mance. 

"I don't know why people can't engage in 
just one thing. I don't understand this obses¬ 
sion with having to eat or drink something at 
every moment of the day," she said. 


Regular theatre-goers say they could not agree 
more and in posts on The Stage website they have 
called for more restrictions. 

"I would ban ice in drinks and plastic water bot¬ 
tles, both are a source of irritating noises," wrote 
one. Another added: "This needs to become the 
rule throughout The West End. I don't understand 
the need to munch and crunch your way through 
a performance. The theatre is an event that's spe¬ 
cial, it's intimate, it's a meeting between audience 
and performers that is unique each evening. It's 
not a football match."

S INCE October, the London Weekly 
News and its sister title the South 
London Press has been campaigning 
to raise awareness of mental health 
problems and the all too frequent failings in 
the support system that block people’s path 
to help. 

And we make no apologies for highlighting 
this issue once again on the front pages of 
our Hammersmith, Fulham and Shepherd’s 
Bush editions this week. 

Suicide is a challenging subject that many 
of us would rather not confront. But, as the 
latest figures from the Office for National 
Statistics show, it is a topic we can no longer 
afford to ignore. 

According to the London Assembly, 
Hammersmith and Fulham, along with inner 
London boroughs Camden, Southwark and 
Islington, now have suicide rates 25 per cent 
above the London average. 

This shocking statistic equates to more 
than 10 suicide deaths for every 100,000 
members of the population in these 
boroughs. 

It is more important than ever that people 
in such a desperate state are provided with 
the opportunity to access the appropriate 
support they urgently need to overcome their 
mental health problems. 

This newspaper supports the London 
Assembly health committee’s call for London 
Mayor Sadiq Khan to work towards a “zero 
suicide city”, where everyone, regardless of 
circumstances, feels comfortable to seek 
support for their difficulties. 

It should be the marker of an open and 
caring society that it provides a safety net for 
the most vulnerable. It is absolutely a matter 
of life and death.

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Despite all the work to prevent homelessness, unless we see a step-change in how we 
tackle these issues, local authorities and Londoners will continue to feel the strain, writes 
Edward Lord QBE 


Homelessness 

FAMILY homelessness in 
London is rising at a faster 
rate than across England, 
with councils struggling to 
provide temporary 
accommodation. 

The demand on 
temporary accommodation 
is particularly severe in 
London where the increase 
in the number of families 
accepted as homeless has 
increased by 51 per cent 
compared with the national 
equivalent of 15 per cent 
since 2011 

Data available from 20 of 
London’s 33 local 
authorities showed that the 
gross cost of temporary 
accommodation reached 
£663 million in 2014/15 and 
the level of spend met by 
London boroughs from 
their own general funds can 
be estimated at just over 
one quarter of that cost, or 
£170 million. 

This week Ernst & Young 
and London Councils 
teamed up to launch 
London Ventures, an 
innovation programme, 
which will focus on how the 
public, private and third 
sectors can work together 
to support some of 
London’s biggest local 
public services challenges 
including combatting 
homelessness. 

People become and stay 
homeless for a whole range 
of complex and overlapping 
reasons and solving 
homelessness is about 
much more than putting a 
roof over people’s heads. 

Councils are facing 
unprecedented challenges 
in the coming years and we 
know from experience that 
collaborative and co¬ 
operative working with 
other sectors can provide 
innovative solutions to 
these challenges. 

Research found that 
there are high length of 
stays in temporary 
accommodation in London 
especially for private sector 
stays. 29 per cent of 
families in temporary 
accommodation had spent 


less than six months in 
temporary accommodation, 
61 per cent had spent less 
than two years and 21 per 
cent had spent five or more 
years there. 

The London Ventures 
programme is seeking to 
reduce the cost for 
temporary accommodation 
by preventing statutory 
homelessness and by 
managing the use of more 
expensive forms of 
accommodation. 

Temporary 

accommodation should 
never be a long-term 
solution for councils but 
we’re now seeing an 
unsustainable amount 
being spent, especially on 
private sector housing 
stock. 

Despite all the great work 
currently underway to 
prevent homelessness in 
the first place, unless we 
see a step-change in how we 
tackle these issues, local 
authorities and Londoners 
will continue to feel the 
strain.

Devolution 

A PROGRAMME which 
will drive forward the 
devolution agenda in 
London has taken another 
step forward as the search 
begins for providers to 
deliver the Work and 
Health programme. 

Over 100 providers 
gathered at the Drum in 
Wembley on Thursday 
(February 23) to hear more 
about the scheme, which 
will help disabled people 
and the long-term 
unemployed into work. 

This follows another 
market engagement event 
at City Hall last week 
which also attracted over 
100 organisations. 

Whitehall officially 
passed the budget for the 
programme to four sub- 
regions in London, as well 
as the Greater Manchester 
Combined Authority, at the 
end of January. 


The funding - which 
amounts to just over £70 
million over five years - 
will be used by councils to 
help the long-term 
unemployed and those with 
health conditions or 
disabilities enter the world 
of work in the capital. 

Additional funding of 
around £65 million will also 
be available through the 
European Social Fund, 
taking the total to £135 
million. 

London Councils, along 
with the Mayor of London, 
has long been calling for 
greater borough 
involvement in designing 
future work programmes 
for local communities. It 
provides the opportunity to 
align employment services 
with other locally run 
services such as housing, 
health, debt advice and 
childcare in order to reduce 
an individual’s barriers to 
work. 

The agreement between 
the Department for Work 
and Pensions and the 
London boroughs now 
paves the way for the 
boroughs to work together 
in four sub-regions to 
create initiatives tailored to 
communities’ needs. 
Londoners can expect the 
new programmes to begin 
from spring 2018. 

Potential providers will 
submit proposals in March 
this year and London 
boroughs will announce 
successful contractors 
towards the end of 2017. 

This is a significant 
moment in London’s call 
for further devolution and 
we are pleased to be finally 
getting the wheels in 
motion. 

I’m delighted that so 
many providers attended 
these events and that 
there’s a real interest in 
working in new and 
different ways with 
boroughs on helping 
residents with complex 
needs back into the 
workplace.

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Cabinet agrees first rise in 
council tax for eight years 


THE first increase in council 
tax for eight years has been 
agreed by the cabinet of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea council. 

The 1.9 per cent increase 
will - if the budget is ap¬ 
proved by the full council to¬ 
morrow - contribute some 
£15 million to the authority in 
2017-18, money that would oth¬ 
erwise have to be found from 
reductions in services. 

“Overall, the council must 


find some £8 million of effi¬ 
ciencies or extra income in 
2017-18 in order to compensate 
for reductions in government 
grants,” said a spokesman for 
the borough. 

“And 2017-18 will be the sev¬ 
enth consecutive year in 
which such grants have fallen. 
In fact, by 2017-18 the council’s 
budget will have shrunk in 
real terms by about 22 per 
cent since 2010-11. 


“Fortunately, the cabinet’s 
strategy for coping with aus¬ 
terity has so far proven highly 
effective. Thanks to sharing 
services with neighbouring 
boroughs, traditional savings 
and efficiencies and more dy¬ 
namic stewardship of its prop¬ 
erty portfolio, just five per 
cent of the savings required 
from the Council since 2010-11 
have had to come by way of 
service reductions. 
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“Sharing the manage¬ 
ment of services with 
neighbouring boroughs, for 
example, is now saving the 
council around £13 million 
a year, while annual in¬ 
come from property is ex¬ 
pected to rise to 
£13.8 million in 2017-18, up 
from just £3.8 million in 
2010 - 11 ” 

However, the cabinet 
agreed that the strategy’s 
potential for yielding fur¬ 
ther income and savings is 
now shrinking, hence the 
proposal for an increase in 
council tax. 

“Even with a L9 per cent 
increase, the royal bor¬ 
ough’s tax will still be the 
fifth-lowest in the country. 
The council will remain 
one of the small minority in 
London still paying coun¬ 
cil-tax benefit that covers 
100 per cent of council-tax 
bills for those dependent on 
benefit. And it will also re¬ 
main just about the only 
council in the country still 
meeting the moderate care 
needs of vulnerable adults,” 
said the spokesman. 

“In addition, the cabinet 
agreed to protect the volun¬ 
tary-sector budget from 
spending pressures; 2017-18 
will, therefore, be the 
fourth consecutive year 
that the voluntary sector 
has been spared cuts. 

“In setting the budget, 
the cabinet looked carefully 
at the national crisis in 
adult social care and its im¬ 
pact on Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

“It recognised that al¬ 


though the local care sys¬ 
tem is facing similar sorts 
of pressures to those re¬ 
ported around the country, 
it was not yet itself in cri¬ 
sis. 

“This is due to a number 
of factors: the council’s aus¬ 
terity-survival strategy; its 
policy of continuing to meet 
the moderate care needs of 
vulnerable residents which 
enables residents to stay in¬ 
dependent longer and, of 
course, the fact that some 
royal borough residents are 
able to fund their own care. 

“For 2017-18, therefore, 
the cabinet agreed not to 
take advantage of the social 
care precept which can now 
be added to council bills to 
help meet care costs, but to 
keep the option under re¬ 
view for 2018-19.” 

The leader of the author¬ 
ity, Cllr Nick Paget-Brown, 
said: “I am very proud of 
the way we have main¬ 
tained good-quality ser¬ 
vices for our residents. 

“But after seven years of 
austerity, we are now fac¬ 
ing stark choices. 

“If we are to continue de¬ 
livering good services we 
must find some additional 
money. 

“After an eight-year 
freeze, a modest increase in 
council tax seems a sensi¬ 
ble way to start.” 

As well as setting a bud¬ 
get, the cabinet also ap¬ 
proved a £397 million 
capital programme of 
housebuilding, school im¬ 
provements and other re¬ 
generation schemes. 


Grants for volunteers 


TWENTY-EIGHT voluntary 
organisations in Kensington 
and Chelsea are to receive 
grants totalling 
£2.36 million a year for the 
next two years to deliver a 
range of services to residents 
after the royal borough's 
cabinet approved the 
Corporate Services Grants 
Programme for 2017-18 and 
provisionally for 2018-19. 

"A total of 32 organisations 
applied for funding. Of these, 
26 were funded by the 
scheme in 2015-2017 and 
despite the continued 
pressure on the council's own 
finances none of these 
organisations had their grant 
cut," said a council 
spokesman. 

"In fact, all that were 
funded in the previous year 
had their grants renewed and 
increased by two per cent, in 
line with inflation. 

"New grants were 
approved for two 
organisations. Open Age and 
K&C Forum for Older 
Residents, which will receive 
£10,000 and £14,000 
respectively." 

Organisations benefiting 
from grants include: Cruse 
Bereavement Care, which 
provides bereavement 
support services in the 


borough; Westway CT, which 
provides community 
transport; and Citizens 
Advice.

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‘Night creeper’ burglar jailed for SSmSS 


raid at Cowell’s £35m mansion 


MUSIC mogul Simon Cowell ad¬ 
mitted he is living in “constant 
fear” after a convicted killer 
broke into his mansion and stole 
£1 million of jewellery in a “night 
creeper” burglary. 

Darren February, 33, ran¬ 
sacked the XFactor judge’s four- 
storey Holland Park home in De¬ 
cember 2015 and stole passports 
and luxury items. 

February climbed a wall at the 
back of the property to get into 
the garden and tried various 
doors and windows before forc¬ 
ing open a patio door to get in¬ 
side. 

Mr Cowell said at the time that 
he thought the burglary had been 
an “inside job”. 

In an impact statement, he said 
he was “scared” about what could 
have happened if the burglar had 
gone into the room of his three- 
year-old son Eric - and feared he 
could be targeted again. 

Only 10 days after the burglary, 
February stole his ex-girlfriend’s 
car and crashed head-on into mo¬ 
torcyclist Kenneth Baldwin. 

The 52-year-old was killed in 
the collision as February fled the 
scene. 

Father-of-two February was 
jailed for eight-and-a-half years 
for causing Mr Baldwin’s death 
by dangerous driving, not far 
from Mr Cowell’s home. 

He was convicted of the bur¬ 
glary on Monday and was jailed 
yesterday for eight years, which 
will run consecutively with his 
current sentence. 

In a victim impact statement,

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Mr Cowell said: “This incident 
has caused me great concerns 
about the security of my family. 

“On reflection I am very scared 
of what could have happened to 
my son if the burglar had gone 
into his room. 

“I could not bear to think of 
the consequences and a lot would 
have happened if the burglar had 
come into our room. 

“The whole incident has been 
very traumatic and there is a 
constant fear that it may be re¬ 
peated and that it may be worse 
next time. 

“Post the burglary there is no 
doubt that myself and Ms Silver- 
man (Mr Cowell’s partner Lauren 
Silverman) and my son’s nannies 
have become much more anxious 
over safety issues relating to my 


son’s care and wellbeing. My son 
was in the house that night and I 
am naturally very concerned 
over what could have happened 
if the burglar had entered my 
son’s room, as any parent in the 
same situation would be.” 

Mr Cowell initially thought the 
stolen goods were worth about 
£2 million but later estimated it 
to be about £950,000. 

This included watches worth 
around £200,0000 and a diamond 
ring worth £500,000. 

There were also diamond ear¬ 
rings worth £220,000 and a 
diamond bracelet valued at 
£50,000. 

The bulk of the haul - worth 
up to £830,000 - has not been re¬ 
covered.

“It is all too clear that you tar¬ 
geted wealthy homes in hope of 
substantial gain. 

“This burglary was clearly the 
subject of planning. That plan 
was the deliberate targeting of 
the home of a person you ex¬ 
pected to have valuable things to 
steal. 

“This offence and your previ¬ 
ous record demonstrates that 
when you are at liberty to do so, 
you offend in cruel and damaging 
ways.” 

February, who appeared at 
Isleworth Crown Court via video 
link from HMP Wormwood 
Scrubs, sat slumped in a chair 
and made no reaction. 

He has a series of previous con¬ 
victions, including 37 for bur¬ 
glary dating back to 1996 when 
he was just 12 years old, as well 
as convictions for assault and 
driving offences.

DO you know a D-Day hero? 
The Royal British Legion has 
launched a Londonwide ap¬ 
peal to find every surviving 
veteran of D-Day, to salute the 
brave with an offer to take 
them back free to the beaches 
of Normandy. 

The Legion wants to track 
down men like Londoner Ken 
Hay, who fought on the 
beaches when he was just 18 
years old. 

The Treasury is enabling a 
series of free-of-charge tours 
for D-Day veterans to return 
to Normandy and pay their 
respects to their fallen com¬ 
rades. 

The tours are being funded 
by the Treasury from fines on 
banks involved in the LIBOR 
scandal, and will enable a D- 
Day veteran to return with a 
family member and carer on 
a six-night tour. 

The 2017 tours will take 
place in March, April, May 
and September and will give 
Normandy veterans - now 
mostly in their 90s - the 
chance to revisit the Nor¬ 
mandy beaches, cemeteries 
and memorials. 

The tours will be accompa¬ 
nied by a medic and a guide 
from the Royal British Legion 
and will depart from London 
and will include Eurotunnel 
from Dover to Calais, accom¬ 
modation, visits to Pegasus 
Bridge, Juno, Sword and Gold 
beaches, Arromanches, and 
war memorials, plus visits to 
personally specified cemeter¬ 
ies. 

“Sadly, there is no database 
of D-Day veterans so we’re 
calling on the goodwill of the 
media and general public to 
spread the word. If you do 
know a D-Day veteran, please 
do let them know about our 
free tours,” said a spokesman 
for the Legion’s travel arm, 
Remembrance Travel. 

Mr Hay, now 90, took ad¬ 
vantage of the free travel deal 
in 2015, when he returned to 
the beach at Arromanches 
and Pegasus Bridge, and he 
was warmed by the welcome 
the veterans traditionally re¬ 
ceive. 

“I was sitting outside in the 
sunshine wearing my blazer 
and medals and was ap¬ 
proached by well over a 
dozen people who wanted 
their photograph taken with 
me - Americans, French, 
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Spanish and Dutch people. I 
even got approached in Arro¬ 
manches by five people from 
Paraguay,” he recalled. 

“But I was disappointed 
not to encounter any Gen¬ 
darmerie on the tour - I was 
awarded the National Order 
of the Legion of Honour (the 
Ordre national de La Legion 
d’honneur) last year and the 
Gendarmerie have to salute 
if they see you wearing the 
medal. 

“It is the French equivalent 
of a knighthood, so techni¬ 
cally in France I’m a Sir!” 

Recalling his experiences 
during the war, Ken tells how, 
having joined up in 1943 at 
the age of 17, he joined the 
Army as an infantryman in 
the Essex Regiment before be¬ 
ing transferred to the Dorset 
Regiment for the Normandy 
landings. 

In June 1944, Ken travelled 
to France with his his 
brother, who was a corporal 
in the same regiment, and the 
two fought alongside each 
other. 

“There were essentially 
two prayers - ‘Keep me safe’ 
and ‘If my number is on the 
bullet, let it be quick’,” said 
Ken. 

“When you were out on the 
field there were tracer bullets 
zinging over your head and 
they seemed to move in slow 
motion. 

“It dawned on me on many 
occasions, lying out in a field 
with my brother, that we 
were a long way from home; 
a long way from our mother 
who was asleep in bed and 
our father who was out work¬ 
ing. They had no idea we 
were both under fire in bat¬ 
tle.” 

In July 1944, Ken was cap¬ 
tured by the Germans. 


He and 29 others had em¬ 
barked on a night patrol to 
blow up a self-propelled gun 
in what was supposed to be 
an observation post in no 
man’s land. 

Unfortunately the intelli¬ 
gence they had received was 
wrong and the gun was be¬ 
hind enemy lines and 
manned. That was when the 
firing started. 

As well as gunfire, the pa¬ 
trol was bombarded with 
grenades as the men made 
their retreat. Five were ulti¬ 
mately captured - Ken was 
among them. 


Following capture, he was 
taken to Poland to work in a 
coal mine where he remained 
until the Russian advance in 
1945, when he and his fellow 
prisoners of war started what 
has become known as the 
Long March to Freedom from 
January 23 to April 20 1945. 

Having been repatriated, 
Ken learned that of the 30 
who had undertaken the mis¬ 
sion on the night of his cap¬ 
ture, 16 returned, five were 
taken prisoner and nine were 
killed. Mercifully, his brother 
made it back uninjured. 

The opportunity for veter¬ 


ans to return free to Nor¬ 
mandy is too good to miss, 
said Ken. 

He added: “Both the Royal 
British Legion and the staff 
at Arena Travel are excellent; 
they have patience and are 
very helpful. 

“We were accompanied by 
a tour guide who was an ex- 
Army officer. He was marvel¬ 
lous, very knowledgeable. 
Our driver was also superb - 
not only was he a skilled 
driver, he helped us to disem¬ 
bark from the coach wher¬ 
ever we travelled, as many of 
us have mobility issues.” 


“It is always lovely to re¬ 
turn to France and I return 
on a regular basis. 

“It’s quite amazing really - 
whenever I am there the 
French still say thank you for 
their liberation.”

Capital facing builder crisis, warns mayor 


LONDON is facing a Brexit builder cri¬ 
sis after new figures from City Hall 
show that almost 100,000 of the capi¬ 
tal’s construction workforce are from 
the European Union. 

Sadiq Khan is warning that a loss of 
skilled EU workers could have a seri¬ 
ously detrimental effect on home- 
building and other construction 
projects in London 

New figures in a report released by 
mayor of London Mr Khan have laid 
bare the crippling effect that Brexit 
could have on homebuilding in the 
capital. 

The report reveals that more than a 
quarter of London’s construction 
workforce is from the European Union 
- and their future in the UK will be 
uncertain if the government goes 
ahead with so-called Hard Brexit. 

The report sets out that of those 
working in London’s construction sec¬ 
tor - the workforce behind building 
much-needed new infrastructure, af¬ 
fordable homes and office space in the 
capital - 95,000 are from the EU. 

“The mayor has set out why he be¬ 
lieves these figures underline the 
enormous contribution that Euro¬ 
peans make to London. He has been 
clear that retaining and having access 
to a highly skilled workforce is abso¬ 
lutely essential to protecting jobs, 


growth and tax revenues across 
Britain over the decades ahead,” said 
the mayor’s spokesman. 

“The mayor is also hugely con¬ 
cerned about the impact Brexit could 
have on the housing industry, with the 
government refusing to guarantee the 
status of EU workers currently living 
in the UK. 

“His Housing in London report 
shows there are 350,000 people who 
work in London’s construction sector, 
of whom just over half are from the 
UK, while 27 per cent are from the EU. 
The remaining part of the workforce 
is from other European countries 
(three per cent), while 14 per cent is 
from the rest of the world. 

“Industry experts also suggest that 
London needs up to an extra 13,000 
new workers each year until 2021 in 
order to plug the skills gap and meet 
the additional demands on the con¬ 
struction industry, highlighting just 
how important it is for London to be 
able to continue to attract the talent it 
needs post-Brexit.” 

Mr Khan said: “When I speak to 
businesses - both large and small - 
one of the biggest issues they raise 
with me is the skills gap. They tell me 
that maintaining a skilled workforce 
is absolutely crucial to their future 
and the future of the whole economy. 


“London is in the grip of a serious 
housing crisis - and fixing it is going 
to be a marathon, not a sprint. While 
we are working to train up more Lon¬ 
doners to have the skills to work in 
construction, you can’t escape the fact 
that Hard Brexit could leave a quarter 
of the skilled construction workforce 
in the capital high and dry which 
would have a crippling effect on our 
plans to build the homes Londoners so 
desperately need.” 

Mark Farmer, chief executive of 
Cast Real Estate & Construction Con¬ 
sultancy, said: “It’s very clear that the 
construction industry is far more re¬ 
liant on migrant labour than any¬ 
where else in the UK. To safeguard 
against this, London will require at 
least short- to medium-term continued 
access to EU migrant labour and early 
protections given to its existing mi¬ 
grant workforce. 

“As part of a longer-term plan, the 
construction sector, in partnership 
with developers and supported by the 
GLA, needs to come up with a clear 
strategy for attracting and training 
more homegrown talent and develop¬ 
ing more modern, higher-productivity 
construction techniques which are 
less labour intensive, helping to fu¬ 
ture proof the industry.” 
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"Our bold new approach will 
focus on making walking and 
cycling a genuine long-term 
alternative to car use across 
more of London"

Mayor spurns official car

STROLL on. Sadiq Khan is lead¬ 
ing a new city-wide campaign to 
get Londoners to leg it by refus¬ 
ing to use a chauffeur-driven 
limo. 

Although other mayors in the 
capital have official use of a 
Roller, the mayor of London is 
setting a best-foot-forward exam¬ 
ple to do the walk of life by pre¬ 
ferring to use Shanks’s pony. 

And his team has calculated 
that if every Londoner follows in 
Mr Khan’s footsteps, walking or 
cycling for 20 minutes a day, it 
would save the NHS £17 billon in 
treatment costs over the next 25 
years. 

Whereas the Lord Mayor of 
London has a Rolls Royce Phan¬ 
tom for ceremonial use and the 
mayor of Kensington and Chelsea 
has access to a Bentley, simple¬ 
stepping Mr Khan has opted to 
rely on his plates of meat instead 
as he promotes his vision to kick- 
start the health campaign - a 
cause that is close to his heart as, 
like thousands of other London¬ 
ers, he suffers from asthma wors¬ 
ened by the city’s polluted air. 

“There is no mayoral limo, the 
mayor walks and takes the Tube 
for a lot of his journeys,” said Mr 
Khan’s spokesman. 

“In terms of his walk to and 
from work, he usually walks a 
few minutes to the local bus stop 
in Tooting before getting the bus 
and Tube into work every day. 


“The mayor’s asthma is one of 
the reasons he is prioritising 
tackling London’s air-pollution 
emergency. He knows from per¬ 
sonal experience that the city’s 
air is damaging people's health, 
as he only recently started suffer¬ 
ing from asthma as an adult.” 

City Hall research has discov¬ 
ered the need for many more Lon¬ 
doners to walk up to the mayor’s 
new fitness drive. Currently six 
out of every 10 Londoners don’t 
leg it enough. 

“It is the ambition of the mayor 
that Londoners walk or cycle for 
at least 20 minutes every day - 
currently only 34 per cent of us 
manage to do this on any given 
day,” said the spokesman. 

“If we all used our legs more it 
would save the NHS £17 billion 
in treatment costs. This includes 
85,000 fewer people being treated 
for hip fractures, 19,200 fewer peo¬ 
ple suffering from dementia, and 
an estimated 18,800 fewer London¬ 
ers suffering from depression.” 

As part of his healthier London 
campaign, Mr Khan has ap¬ 
pointed a strolling czar, walking 
and cycling commissioner Will 
Norman, charged with getting 
Londoners to reduce their re¬ 
liance on car use, which will not 
only help to get them more active 
but help tackle the capital’s air- 
pollution crisis. 

“A major part of Will Norman’s 
role will be working to deliver 
this new agenda, the biggest ever 
focus on walking and cycling in 
the capital,” said the spokesman. 


“In addition to the substantial 
physical health benefits, the 
mayor’s new approach will serve 
to reduce air and noise pollution, 
improve mental health, help com¬ 
bat social isolation, and bring 
economic benefits to local high 
streets across the capital. It will 
also focus on minimising road 
danger - directly seeking to ad¬ 
dress the safety fears people have 
about cycling and walking more. 

“As part of this plan, £21 billion 
will be allocated to a new TfL 
Healthy Streets Portfolio that will 
focus on creating more welcom¬ 
ing and inclusive streets to en¬ 
able more Londoners to walk, cy¬ 
cle and use public transport more 
often. 

“This includes doubling the av¬ 
erage annual spend on cycling an¬ 
nounced in the TfL Business 
Plan, taking London’s cycling 
spending per head to the same 
levels as Denmark and the 
Netherlands. 

Mr Norman said: “Working 
with Sadiq to make physical ac¬ 
tivity a bigger part of Londoners’ 
everyday lives could have a truly 
transformational impact on our 
city. It will not only substantially 
improve Londoners’ health but a 
play a key role in tackling our 
air-pollution crisis. Increasing 
physical activity must be a cen¬ 
tral part of everything we do - 
building stronger, healthy com¬ 
munities, and improving quality 
of life for everyone.” 

Mr Khan said: “The future 
health and prosperity of our city 


depends on us all boosting the 
amount of physical activity we 
do. 

“With children’s health being 
harmed by our poor-quality air, 
our bold new approach will focus 
on making walking and cycling 
a genuine long-term alternative 
to car use across more of London. 

“As new evidence shows, the 
personal health benefits could 
also be huge if we can make our 
streets more appealing, encour¬ 
aging more people to be more 
physically active as part of their 
everyday journeys. 

“The recent tragic deaths of cy¬ 
clists and pedestrians on our 
streets is another reason why we 
must redouble our efforts to make 
them safer. This includes pushing 
ahead spending record amounts 
on cycling infrastructure over the 
coming years.” 

“I’m excited that Will Norman 
has now started as London’s first 
ever full-time walking and cy¬ 
cling commissioner, delivering 
our agenda to get Londoners of 
all ages and backgrounds walking 
and cycling as a part of their 
daily routine.” 

Dr Ashok Sinha, chief execu¬ 
tive of London Cycling Cam¬ 
paign, said: “The mayor is abso¬ 
lutely on the right track by 
promising to reduce car depen¬ 
dency and make it easier for peo¬ 
ple to walk and cycle, including 
by tripling the extent of protected 
cycle lanes and enabling every 
borough to have a major walking 
and cycling scheme.”

P ITY Her Majesty. As if the 
Queen hasn’t got enough 
to do with overseeing ar¬ 
rangements for President 
Trump coming to stay, 
now it seems that she may have to 
fix it for him to have a foursome. 

Stop snickering at the back there. 
We are of course talking about help¬ 
ing Mr Trump to get out his niblick 
(*). 

I said stop it. 

To put it another way, on top of 
checking every other detail for the 
state visit, now Her Majesty is set to 
delegate three members of her fam¬ 
ily to help the President shoot an al¬ 
batross (**) and avoid an 
angel-raper (***). 

Still confused? That’s the problem 
with golf, the terminology is often 
baffling. 

As plans and proposals for the 
President’s visit go to and fro be¬ 
tween Buckingham Palace and 
Washington, one option which has 
arisen is whether he will want to get 
a round in. 

President Trump is renowned as 
a keen golfer and it has been sug¬ 
gested that he may like a game dur¬ 
ing his stay, as it is likely that he 
would far more enjoy addressing 
the ball than addressing both 
Houses of Parliament. 

Although many excellent courses 



are available, one thought is that, as 
we are plainly going to be rolling 
out every last bit of red carpet to 
make our key trading partner feel 
welcome, if not hopefully generous 
with business deals, he might relish 
playing on Her Majesty’s own 
course at Balmoral. 

As many golfers know, much 


business is often done between 
holes and a relaxing game on the ex¬ 
clusive and stunning course at Bal¬ 
moral Castle may be just the trick 
for persuading President Trump to 
sign some new trade deal. Espe¬ 
cially if he wins the game. 

But who among the Royal Family 
could help him do that? Step for¬ 


ward Prince Andrew. Although the 
Duke of York is not always cele¬ 
brated as the most over-worked of 
the royals, he could be key on this 
important occasion, especially if he 
partnered the President. 

Prince Andrew is not only the 
Royal Family’s most avid golfer, he 
is very good at his game - having 


got down to a handicap of four in re¬ 
cent years, an accomplishment that 
would technically entitle him to 
turn pro, and was captain of St An¬ 
drews in 2003. 

So a pairing of Prince Andrew 
with President Trump - who report¬ 
edly plays off three - could be the 
dream team, especially if they came 
up against Prince Charles and 
Prince William, both of whom have 
played golf a bit but who are 
thought to be high-handicap play¬ 
ers, playing off around 24. 

There is one slight problem to 
this. 

Technically for a foursome, the 
two lowest-handicap players should 
play against each other.

However, what’s the harm in a lit¬ 
tle rule-bending if billions in trade 
is at stake? Besides, it could be 
somewhat tenuously argued, as the 
higher-handicap team (Charles and 
William) would get many free 
strokes (you’re snickering again), it 
would be an entirely fair match. 
Technically.

(**) Shooting an albatross - the 
very rare score of finishing a hole 
three under par, eg scoring two on a 
par-five hole. 

(***) Angel-raper - golfing term 
for a tee shot mishit so high that it 
could imperil an angel. 


William in running to be LGBT chum of year 



PIONEERING Prince William is 
in the running for a prestigious 
award as LGBT chum of the year 
after his important anti-bullying 
call in defence of the community.

He is up against James Cor- 
den, Ariana Grande, Anne Hath¬ 
away, Thierry Henry, Annie 
Lennox, Macklemore, JK Rowl¬ 
ing, Sir Patrick Stewart, and 
Emma Watson. 

The nominees are public fig¬ 
ures who have made it part of 
their mission to advance LGBT 
rights. And as the first member 
of the British Royal Family to 
have been photographed for the 
cover of an LGBT magazine, 
William has broken new ground. 

Attitude arranged a meeting at 
Kensington Palace between 
Prince William and members of 
the LGBT community. At the 
meeting, Wills learned about 
their experiences with bullying. 


After the meeting, he said: 
“No-one should be bullied for 
their sexuality or any other rea¬ 
son and no-one should have to 
put up with the kind of hate that 
these young people have en¬ 
dured in their lives. 

“The young gay, lesbian and 
transgender individuals I met 
through Attitude are truly brave 
to speak out and to give hope to 
people who are going through 
terrible bullying right now. 

“Their sense of strength and 
optimism should give us all en¬ 
couragement to stand up to bul¬ 
lying wherever we see it.

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Why Windsor 
Castle could 
be trump card 


C OURTIERS facing the potential 
security nightmare of President 
Trump staying at Buckingham 
Palace during his forthcoming 
state visit are believed to have 
proposed a win-win alternative 
- that he stays at Windsor Castle instead. 

The Donald is understood to be keen to 
take up Theresa May’s invitation for him to 
visit London this year - but ever since she 
asked him to come and stay at the palace, all 
manner of protests have kicked off. 

The original plan was for President 
Trump and the First Family to sleep over for 
a few nights at the palace and ride from 
there in an antique royal coach to Parlia¬ 
ment, where he would address members of 
both the Commons and the Lords. 

However, this pitch has somewhat been 
queered by Speaker John Bercow making it 
more than abundantly clear that he doesn’t 
want President Trump in his House and by 
hundreds of thousands of women who intend 
to stridently demonstrate in fetching pussy- 
hats along the route of the palace to Parlia¬ 
ment. 

On top of that, security planners have 
warned that the cost of policing the visit, 
which would involve deploying the SAS, 

MI5, MI6 and thousands of cops alongside 
President Trump’s own massive security de¬ 
tail, could be more than £10 million. 

Clearly then, from Mrs May’s point of 
view, having President Trump kip down at 
Buckingham Palace presents all sorts of 
risks of turning into a publicity disaster at 
best, and premiers on both sides of the At¬ 
lantic are believed to be currently thinking 
“Who needs this?” 

However, with an adroit shimmy, all could 
be made well - if President and Mrs Trump 
stay at Windsor Castle instead. 

If, the argument goes, he was to helpfully 
discover that his busy diary meant that he 
could only manage a long weekend break, 
but he still wanted to meet the Queen, then 
by rights he would have to go to Windsor, 
because that’s where Her Majesty goes every 
Thursday afternoon for a few days. 

As, it has now been discovered, that White 
House officials are briefing that President 
Trump isn’t that fussed about addressing 
Parliament anyway, going to Windsor would 
not matter ceremonially. But switching the 
venue would provide major advantages. 

First, it’s a castle; built as a fortress to de¬ 
fend against far more formidable foes than 
legions of women wearing tea cosies and 
much easier to be tightly secured against Is¬ 
lamist extremists who it is feared could at¬ 
tempt an attack on President Trump if he 
rode in a carriage up The Mall. 



Second, Windsor is permanently protected 
by the Castle Guard of a large number of 
crack troops who could easily be augmented 
with the addition of SAS troops and police 
snipers without much effort. 

Third, Windsor is the Queen’s principal 
weekend retreat. Buckingham Palace is 
merely Her Majesty’s working-week office, 
to which she has to trudge for meetings with 
ministers and investitures. But as Mrs May 
plainly wants to make a fuss of President 
Trump and make him feel special, how bet¬ 
ter to achieve that than staying in the 
Queen’s very own private gaff, as if one of 
the family? It’s an upgrade. 

Fourth, the historic trappings of Windsor 
are said to be far more mind-blowing and 
impressive than Buckingham Palace. The 
castle’s lavish early-19th-century state apart¬ 
ments were described by the art historian 
Hugh Roberts as “a superb and unrivalled 
sequence of rooms widely regarded as the 
finest and most complete expression of later 
Georgian taste”. 

Fifth, there is precedent - an important 
consideration in diplomacy - as the castle 
has often been used for state banquets and 
official entertaining, and in recent years it 
has hosted visits from President Mbeki of 
South Africa, King Abdullah II of Jordan 
and President Chirac of France. 

Sixth, President Reagan - the president 
whose style President Trump’s is appearing 
to most resemble - stayed there in 1982, 
when the former film star and Her Majesty 
went horse riding in Windsor Great Park. 
President Obama also visited the Queen at 
Windsor. 

And finally, Sir Elton John, one of Presi¬ 
dent Trump’s favourite rock stars, lives just 
over the road and may be up for popping in 
to do a spot of Captain Fantastic cabaret. 

Yes, Sir Elton did refuse to perform at the 
Donald’s recent inauguration but he’s a bit 
of a royal favourite and he might have a 
change of heart for the Queen, with whom 
he bizarrely once danced - to Rock Around 
The Clock - at Prince Andrew’s 21st birthday 
party.

SADIQ Khan is planning more than 
just a drop of the Irish for this year’s 
St Patrick’s Day celebrations, vowing 
to make them the largest ever seen 
in the city. 

The capital’s mayor has pledged to 
make the festivities the most impres¬ 
sive showcase of Irish culture and 
talent yet, bringing Londoners from 
all communities and visitors together 
for a celebration of the contribution 
Irish people have made to the city 
for centuries. 

Kicking off on St Patrick’s Day 
(Friday March 17), Irish culture, food, 
dance and festivity will pop up across 
the capital for a three-day extrava¬ 
ganza, all inspired by the Emerald 
Isle and energised by London’s large 
Irish community. 

“Key attractions include cinemas 
around the West End staging the lat¬ 
est Irish short films, comedy, drama 
and family workshops, an Irish cul¬ 
tural trail in Camden Market which 
will lead Londoners down a path of 
music and markets, as well as a lec¬ 
ture from Irish author and journalist 
Mary Kenny on Perspectives on Irish 
Feminism at City Hall,” said the 
mayor’s spokesman. 

“Tasty tipples will be the focal 
point of the celebrations in Hoxton 
as 40FT Brewery hosts a range of in¬ 
dependent brewers and distillers 
from Ireland. To top it all off, there 
will be well-known Irish names recit¬ 
ing their favourite poetry on the 
Tube, Irish musicians busking on the 
Underground and Ireland’s foremost 
folk band, Kila, raising the roof at 
Camden Market, as well as a treasure 
hunt to explore the history of Irish 
Londoners.” 

The festival will culminate in a cli¬ 
matic finale on the Sunday with the 
world-renowned parade and stage 
line-up. 

With famed presenter and come¬ 
dian Dara O Briain enlisted as the 
parade’s grand marshal, the colour¬ 
ful procession of Irish marching 
bands, energetic dance troupes and 
spectacular pageantry will begin at 



Green Park, passing from Piccadilly 
to Whitehall. 

Master storytellers Macnas will be 
one of the centrepieces of the parade 
with their world-class theatrical spec¬ 
tacle. 

Trafalgar Square will host the clos¬ 
ing concert and focal point of the fes¬ 
tival on the Sunday with “a world- 
class line-up of Irish culture and 
community on the main stage”. 

Holding the show together will be 
award-winning Irish comedian Jar- 
lath Regan and the house band of 
RTE’s Late Late Show. 


The event will close with a big sin- 
galong finale, which will feature, 
among others, three powerful female 
voices from Ireland, as yet unan¬ 
nounced. 

Mr Khan said: “I’m incredibly 
proud to host the biggest St Patrick’s 
Festival London has ever seen, an op¬ 
portunity for Londoners from all 
backgrounds and visitors to the cap¬ 
ital to immerse themselves in the fes¬ 
tivities and experience Irish culture 
at its best. 

“For me, that’s what occasions like 
this are all about - people from all 
communities embracing and cele¬ 
brating each, showing that London 
is truly open... open to people, open 
for business and open to new ideas. 

“I believe the Irish community 
here embodies that spirit and those 
values and represents London at its 
outward-looking and inclusive best. 
A very Happy St Patrick’s Day to ev¬ 
eryone celebrating here, in Ireland 
and around the world.” 

Gary Dunne, creative programmer 
of London’s St Patrick’s Cultural Fes¬ 
tival, said: “This is a jam-packed pro¬ 
gramme - one of our biggest and best 
yet. It presents an experience which 
is as diverse, energetic and creative 
as this great city’s Irish community. 
Through music, song, dance and 
community, we’ll bring that very spe¬ 
cial experience of Irish culture and 
craic to the heart of London.”

Schools ‘need an extra £335m’ 


SADIQ Khan is demanding an extra 
£335 million from the government 
to fund schooling - or else London 
pupils “will be hit hard” by spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

The mayor warns that cuts to 
school funding will “significantly 
hit pupils across the capital, under¬ 
mining everything London’s teach¬ 
ers have worked to achieve” and 
will damage the city’s reputation as 
an education leader. 

In a keynote address to education 
leaders and experts from around 
the globe at his first education con¬ 
ference at City Hall, Mr Khan called 
on the government to invest in the 
education sector and increase stan¬ 
dards across the country by giving 
schools the resources to match Lon¬ 
don’s high overall performance. 

Seventy per cent of London 
schools face reductions in funding 
under the government’s new pro¬ 


posals for the national funding for¬ 
mula, currently under consultation. 
This comes alongside the threat of 
an eight per cent real-term shortfall 
in funding per pupil across the 
country by 2019-20, as a result of 
£3 billion worth of cuts. 

“The capital’s schools are the 
highest performing in the country 
but are already under considerable 
financial pressure and experiencing 
severe problems recruiting and re¬ 
taining teachers due to the expense 
of living in the capital,” said the 
mayor’s spokesman. 

London Councils, which repre¬ 
sents the 33 boroughs in the capital, 
estimates an extra £335 million 
would ensure no school across the 
whole of England loses out in the 
new formula. 

Mr Khan, said: “At a time when 
our capital’s schools are already 
dealing with looming budget cuts 


and struggling to recruit teachers, 
it is completely unacceptable that 
the government has chosen to hit 
London’s children the hardest. 

“As a mayor for all Londoners, I 
want to see our young people get 
the best chance in life possible, with 
funding going into local schools 
rather than expanding a selective 
system. 

“London has reaped the benefits 
of investment and become an inter¬ 
national beacon for education, with 
a proven track record in supporting 
disadvantaged pupils. However, 
these proposals risk undermining 
everything our excellent teachers 
have worked to achieve. A minis¬ 
cule portion of the budget would en¬ 
sure no school across England has 
to lose out in this formula, and I am 
committed to working with educa¬ 
tion leaders to fight strongly for a 
fairly funded school system and 


nurturing our capital’s young talent 
for generations to come.” 

Cllr Claire Kober, chairman of 
London Councils, said: “An extra 
£335 million from government 
would ensure no school in the coun¬ 
try loses funding as a result of the 
new national funding formula. 

“It has been our long-held belief 
that investing in education would 
give all schools the tools to match 
the educational success that Lon¬ 
don has achieved. 

“When the impact of introducing 
the new formula and wider cost 
pressures are taken into account, 
every school in the capital will face 
budget squeezes in the years ahead. 

“The consequences of poorly 
funded schools will reverberate 
across the capital and affect all Lon¬ 
doners, which is why we are press¬ 
ing government to review its stance 
on schools funding.” 


Cops’ new 
crackdown 
on drivers 
who phone 

THE Met has warned motorists 
that it will be using officers in 
unmarked vans and spotters on 
high buildings throughout the 
capital to crackdown on drivers 
using mobile phones - 
including those texting when 
stationary. 

As new penalties of six points 
on the licence and a £200 fine 
are now in force, police have 
launched an undercover 
campaign to nab those 
phoning or texting at the 
wheel. 

"The Met's Roads and 
Transport Policing Command is 
again cracking down on 
mobile-phone use by drivers, in 
targeted operations to 
prosecute offenders and drive 
home the risks and 
consequences of distraction 
driving,"said a police 
spokesman. 

"The campaign is set up to 
coincide with the new penalties 
implemented by the 
Department for Transport 
which have raised the penalties 
for using a mobile phone while 
driving. Those caught will now 
be given double the previous 
penalties." 

The spokesman said the 
RTPC will deploy "dedicated 
patrols by officers using 
unmarked vans, helmet cams, 
high-seated vehicles and high 
vantage points"to catch 
offenders. This will include 
drivers stopped at traffic lights 
or using their phone while in 
traffic queues. 

Ch Insp Colin Carswell, from 
the RTPC, said:"We will use a 
variety of tactics to deal with 
drivers who present a risk to 
other road users. 

"Using a hand-held mobile 
phone while driving means a 
driver's attention is distracted 
from the road and is, after 
speeding, probably the most 
dangerous thing a driver can 
do - leading to people being 
killed and injured on our roads. 

"You're slower at recognising 
and reacting to hazards if you 
are driving and using a mobile 
phone. 

"Making a call or sending a 
text is distracting and can have 
very serious consequences. 

"The grief of a family who 
have lost a loved one following 
a traffic collision is 
immeasurable. Is a phone call 
to text message really that 
important? The only thing 
drivers should be concentrating 
on is driving." 

Siwan Hayward, Transport for 
London's head of transport 
policing, said: "The number of 
people killed or seriously 
injured on London's roads 
continues to fall - however, 
distraction remains one of the 
key sources of road danger. 

"The rising trend of collisions 
involving the use of hand-held 
mobile phones is deeply 
concerning to us. 

"This is why we are stepping 
up our activity with the 
Metropolitan Police Service and 
other partners to address this 
issue and make our roads safer 
for everyone." 

Between April 6 2016 and 
February 27 2017 there was a 
total of 9,560 mobile-phone 
offences within the 
Metropolitan Police area.

YOU wait ages for a new piece of urban art - 
then 50 come along at once, featuring graf¬ 
fiti-riddled bus stops. 

Stephen Calcutt started taking pics of van¬ 
dalised shelters as a hobby just six months 
ago while travelling to work on the bus. 

Care worker Stephen is now selling 50 pho¬ 
tographs for £555 each and will be displaying 
his work in a London exhibition this month. 


Stephen, 55, said: “I first started taking pic¬ 
tures of bus stops when I was waiting at a 
shelter with a badly scratched window. 

“I was annoyed because it was ruining the 
view. 

But I took some pictures anyway and 
loaded them on to my computer at home. 

“Once I enhanced the colours, and played 
around with the contrast and shadow, they 
looked a bit like abstract paintings. 


“Now I fix my camera on the etched lines 
and put the view beyond out of focus. 

“I do appreciate some graffiti for its artistic 
side - there are some amazing murals out 
there. 

“I love the visual humour of Banksy and 
then there was Goldie from Wolverhampton. 

“Also I understand that graffiti sometimes 
comes from frustration or people wanting to 
say something, declare their love or protest. 
I was a punk in the 1980s so I get it. 

“I just find that the dullest scrawls are the 
worst. If it’s purely to damage, I have less 
sympathy. 

“With my images, I basically try to create 
something beautiful out of the dull graffiti 
and an often mundane view. 

“I feel I’ve captured the frustration of the 
bus-stop graffiti - it gives the photo energy. 

“I think the actual view alone is fairly mun¬ 
dane but when merged with the random 
slashing of the graffiti it can create a powerful 
image.” 

Stephen’s photographs - taken in Birming¬ 
ham - are available to buy from Saatchi Art. 
The West Midlands-based lensman’s first ex¬ 
hibition will take place at the London Art Bi¬ 
ennale from March 29 to April 2 in Chelsea 
Old Town Hall.

Mystery of Big Ben bong revealed 


THE mystery of Big Ben’s distinctive bong 
has been uncovered by scientists. 

For the first time, the famous bell has been 
vibration-mapped to reveal why it produces 
its distinct harmonious tone. 

And it is all because Big Ben is thicker than 
other bells of a similar size, weighing more 
and as a result has a higher pitch than ex¬ 
pected for its diameter. 

The team from the University of Leicester’s 
Department of Engineering measured the 
structural dynamics of Big Ben in an unprece¬ 
dented level of detail after being given exclu¬ 
sive access to the iconic structure as it struck 
10am, 11am and noon. 

When a bell is struck, the impact causes a 
number of different vibrations or modes. 

The frequency and intensity of these modes 
are predominantly affected by the profile of 
the bell, the team from the university’s Ad¬ 
vanced Structural Dynamics Evaluation Cen¬ 
tre found. 

The study was part of a BBC Four docu¬ 
mentary on sound - Sound Waves: The Sym¬ 
phony Of Physics, which was broadcast last 
week. 

The scientists used a measurement tech¬ 
nique called laser doppler vibrometry by cre¬ 
ating a 3D computer model of Big Ben and 
then using lasers to map the vibrations in the 
metal of the bell as it chimed. 

Using two scanning laser doppler vibrome- 
ters, the team characterised Big Ben without 
touching it, providing high-density vibration 
measurements without any loss of accuracy 
or precision. 


Technical specialist Martin Cockrill said: 
“Aside from the technical aspects, one of the 
most challenging parts of the job was carrying 
all of our equipment up the 334 steps of the 
spiral staircase to the belfry. 

“Then to get everything set up before the 
first chime, we were literally working against 
the clock. 

“Many of the vibrations in the metal of Big 
Ben are too tiny to be seen by the naked eye. 

“But this is what we were able to map using 
the lasers and not just one or two points on 
the surface. We were able to get more than 
500 measurements across the surface which 
just wouldn’t have been possible with previ¬ 
ous technologies.” 

Big Ben is the nickname for the Great Bell 
of the clock at the north end of the Palace of 
Westminster. The tower is officially known 
as Elizabeth Tower, renamed to celebrate the 
Diamond Jubilee of Elizabeth II in 2012. 

Mr Cockrill said: “This was such a once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunity, one which was per¬ 
fectly matched to our skills and resources. 

“You cannot just glue sensors to a national 
treasure such as Big Ben. Our ability to do 
the whole thing quickly without touching the 
bell was key to the whole project.” 

Graduate engineer Max Chowanietz led the 
team from a technical point of view, under¬ 
taking the measurements, with two other 
members of the team, Chris Howe and Amy 
Stubbs, doing the legwork. 

Max said: “It was a privilege to be part of 
such a unique project, especially so early in 
my career.”

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Classics reinstated 


YOU read it here first, as they say. 
Fifty years on from the release of 
the album generally rated to be 
the most influential of all time, 
The Beatles are finally releasing 
Sgt Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club 
Band as they had first intended it 
to sound. 

And that means that the an¬ 
niversary reissue of the seminal 
album will now include Straw¬ 
berry Fields Forever and Penny 
Lane among the tracks. 

Although the two classics were 
the first songs that John Lennon 
and Paul McCartney wrote for the 
record, they were pulled because 
back in the Sixties The Beatles 
had a rule that songs that were 
singles should not appear on their 
albums. 

Consequently most of their big 


hits never did. Hey Jude, for in¬ 
stance, was left off The White 
Album for the same reason as 
Strawberry Fields Forever and 
Penny Lane did not make it on to 
Pepper, because the band’s record 
company, EMI, demanded songs 
for a new single. 

But now, at long last, the origi¬ 
nal songs are to be reinstated for 
the big birthday re-release on 
June 1. 

And as the advertising tag line 
for the ‘new’ album is bound to be 
“It was 50 years ago today” and as 
many from that era, including the 
surviving band members Sir Paul 
and Ringo Starr, are now greying 
a bit - Sir Paul will be 75 in June 
and Ringo is 77 the month after - 
wags are suggesting that it is re¬ 
named Sgt Salt & Pepper.

T reading the fine 

line between shock 
and offence is an 
art in itself. And 
there are few 

finer exponents than Jimmy 
Carr. 

With his highly charged 
material spanning all manner 
of taboo subjects, the original 
‘punslinger’ is a master craftsman 
when it comes to making audi¬ 
ences gasp. 

Carr touches topics that no 
other comedian dares to dance 
with - to varying degrees of suc¬ 
cess, depending on the prudishness 
of the audience - and undoubtedly 
pushes boundaries in a way that 
perhaps only Frankie Boyle among 
his contemporaries attempts. 

It will be to a mixed reception of 
delight and disgust then that Carr 
returns to West London next 
month on the back of a marathon 
UK tour. 

It is billed The Best Of, Ultimate, 
Gold, Greatest Hits Tour - and fans 
can expect to see Carr on top form. 

He promises a blend of his very 
best one-liners along with a bundle 
of fresh material, as he takes on a 
meandering circuit of the nation’s 
comedy clubs - from the Grimsby 
Auditorium to the 02 later in the 
year. 

Never far from controversy, the 
host of Channel 4’s beloved panel 
show 8 Out Of 10 Cats has become 
a worldwide comedy phenomenon 
and recently premiered his first 
Netflix Comedy Special, Funny 
Business. 

“If you are easily offended, don’t 
be a d*** about it,” the star’s web¬ 
site proclaims of the show. 

It’s a winning philosophy that 
Carr has managed to mould into a 
money-spinning comedy career. 

But it’s not without its danger 
zones. Along with Ricky Gervais, 
he is routinely pilloried for his out¬ 
landish one-liners on everything 


n 


from religion and gender to age 
and disability. 

In one retort at the Press, Carr 
claimed that journalists slavishly 
hunting a story were the only ones 
who ‘wanted’ to be offended by his 
material. But does he ever feel 
guilty about telling a risque joke? 

“No. I wrote it, I rehearsed it 
and then I said it,” he explained in 
a recent interview with ShortList. 

“Some thought has gone into 
that. You don’t just say things by 
accident as a comedian - you’ve 
got to stand by what you say.” 


Amassing around 300 punch¬ 
lines a night can be tough going - 
and Carr says the parade of panel 
shows can inflict him with a kind 
of “joke Tourette’s” where he’s un¬ 
able to resist flinging puns at the 
shopkeeper as he picks up a pint of 
milk. 

With occasional appearances on 
QI, A League Of Their Own and 
Have I Got News For You also 
among his armoury, Carr is now a 
familiar face behind the desk of a 
TV quiz. 

But despite its addictive draw¬ 


backs, Carr says life in front of the 
camera lens is still a relative walk 
in the park. 

“I probably come across as (a 
workaholic) because if I were 
doing a normal job, I’d be working 
too hard,” he says. 

“But it’s just telling jokes. It’s 
basically a night out. And I’m the 
centre of attention.” 

Comedian Jimmy Carr will ap¬ 
pear at the Eventim Apollo in Ham¬ 
mersmith on April 28 and 29 - and 
at the 02 Academy in Brixton on 
June 24. 
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N AME an artist who has 

done more to shape the di¬ 
rection of modern music 
and you’ll be hard pressed 
to pick out anyone with 
such a significant contribution under 
his belt as John Mayall. 

He is one of the most prolific British 
musicians of all time in any genre, let 
alone that which has given him the 
prestigious title Godfather of the Blues. 

Having amassed more than 60 al¬ 
bums over a career spanning six 
decades, the legendary Mayall is now 
set to embark on a massive UK tour - 
featuring an eye-catching double- 
header at the Cadogan Hall in Chelsea. 

The shows follow on from the release 
of his latest record, Talk About That - 
remarkably, his 65th album of original 
material. 

At the ripe age of 83, Mayall is one of 
music’s longest-serving veterans. But if 
there is one style that grants the player 
the opportunity to age gracefully, it is 
certainly the blues. 

“A certain maturity sets in after 
you’ve been playing for so long,” Mayall 
said in a 2011 interview with No Depres¬ 
sion magazine, when asked how his ap¬ 
proach had changed over the decades. 

“You know yourself better and what 
works, and I think the experience you 
have with your tools of the trade - 
which in my case are keyboards, har¬ 
monica and sometimes the guitar - 
shows over time as you become more 
assured. 

“You express yourself through the 
music and the longer you play, the 
more assured you get and the more re¬ 
fined your expression is.” 

There have been fewer greater cham¬ 
pions of the blues during the 20th - and 
21st - centuries. 

But Mayall has never quite received 
the kind of popular acclaim that his in¬ 
credible body of work deserves. 

In fact, in the minds of part-time fans, 
his fame has come more from the musi¬ 
cians he has mentored than his own 
work. 


The likes of Eric Clapton, Mick 
Taylor and Fleetwood Mac’s Peter 
Green all featured in various line¬ 
ups of his legendary 1960s super¬ 
group John Mayall And The 
Bluesbreakers, and the icons of 
the era casually drop his name as 
a key influence on the scene. 

Alongside his work with some of 
rock’s future greats, Mayall found 
fame across the Pond. He was her¬ 
alded for his innovations in jazz and 
rock as well as his beloved blues, and 
scooped a Grammy for his 1993 album 
Wake Up Call, which featured guest ap¬ 
pearances from Taylor, Mavis Staples 
and Buddy Guy. 

Lauded with critical acclaim 
throughout his career, Mayall was ap¬ 
pointed OBE for services to British 
music in 2005 and was inducted - albeit 
long overdue - into the Blues Hall Of 
Fame last year. 

This crowning moment came eight 
years after Mayall officially retired the 
Bluesbreakers name. But he is now 
touring again as a trio with bass player 
George Rzab and drummer Jay Daven¬ 
port. And his songs remain as dynamic 
and bold as ever. 

Despite being an ever-present at each 
turning point in the genre’s illustrious 
history, Mayall has resisted the lures of 
technology. 

His current shows are stripped-back 
blues affairs, often with very little 
equipment on stage. 

“We sometimes play on the same bill 
with other acts that have mountains of 
equipment - two giant keyboards, 
speakers all over the place, you know, 
banks of monitors all over the stage - 
and we have virtually nothing,” he 
says. “We’re pretty minimalistic.” 

Even without the fully charged stage 
set-up behind him, Mayall remains one 
of the most powerful players in the 
game. 

John Mayall and his band will per¬ 
form along with special guests the 
Buddy Whittington Band at the Cado¬ 
gan Hall on November 2 and 3.

Well not quite, as she hasn’t 
turned to the bottle.

The Wild Party

A STORY filled 
with sexual de¬

apparent and re¬ 
sentments rife. 

The tale is told 
through a series of 
characters, as a 
gigolo, an ex-box- 
ing champion and a 
pair of drag kings 
depict their inter¬ 
nal battles. 

And although the 
string of narrative 
is at times a little 
thin, the perfor¬ 
mances from the 
stellar cast and the 
frantic and exuber¬

The beloved radio comedy, which also be¬ 
came a hit television series, was written by 
Ray Galton and Alan Simpson and starred 
Tony Hancock as an exaggerated version of 
his himself - Anthony Aloysius St John 
Hancock, a down-at-heel comedian living at 
the dilapidated 23 Railway Cuttings in East 
Cheam. 

In his new stage show, Hurn will recreate 
three classic episodes - Sunday Afternoon 
At Home, The 13th Of The Series and The 
Missing Page. 

Hurn is an actor and impressionist best 
known for appearances in BBC Two’s Dead 
Ringers and BBC One’s Scoop, The Slam¬ 
mer, Spoof and Mrs Bradley Mysteries and as 
Jacobson in Band Of Brothers, directed by 
Tom Hanks. He has also put his vocal tal¬ 
ents to work in shows such as Channel 4’s 
Sven: The Coach, The Cash And His Lovers, 
where he took the title role, and Blaired Vi¬ 
sion where he provided the voices for many 
British politicians and George Bush. 

Hurn is also no stranger to the stage and 
has performed in numerous theatre roles, 
including the extremely popular London 
West End show The 39 Steps, and starred as 
the voices of David Beckham and Prince 
William in BBC Radio 4 play The Bid. 

Hurn will be performing the Hancock’s 
Half Hour episodes in the style of a radio 
show in front of a live audience, bringing to 
life the classic days of radio comedy. 

He said: “I perform it as if I’m all of those 
actors in front of the microphone and in 
front of a live audience as if it’s one of the 
recording days of a radio piece.” 

It’s not just the old guard whom Hurn can 
take off. More recently the impressionist 
has turned his talents to a much more con¬ 
temporary voice in the shape of the new 
American president, with his videos of Don¬ 
ald Trump gaining a huge following on so¬ 
cial media. 

Hurn said: “For any impressionist or co¬ 
median it’s like a goldmine - there’s so 
much material there. He’s brilliant at the 
comedy himself - a bit like George Bush 
was - he’d just make up words and so for 
anyone who does comedy it’s a goldmine.”

Hancock’s Half Hour heralded a change in 
the format of television situation comedy 
and was seen as a forerunner for the style of 
show we see today, with a focus on charac¬ 
ter development and a stellar cast of house¬ 
hold names including many of the Carry On 
alumni. 

Hurn has long been an admirer of the se¬ 
ries and after learning of the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of the show decided to have a go at 
recording an episode. 

The YouTube video elicited a hugely posi¬ 
tive response and so the stage 
show took form. Following a 
successful tryout in Kentish 
Town, the talented performer 
decided to take the show out 
to a wider audience. 

As well as the revered co¬ 
median Tony Hancock, Han¬ 
cock’s Half Hour starred Sid 
James, Bill Kerr, Hattie 
Jacques and Kenneth 
Williams. 

Hurn has had to exten¬ 
sively rehearse their voices 
in order to perfect each nu¬ 
ance and to be able to switch 
from one to another at light¬ 
ing quick speed. 

He said: “It takes a lot of 
practice, especially when 
you’re playing all of the char¬ 


acters within a half-hour piece; you’ve got 
to be very quick. 

“You can’t leave big pauses to get your 
brain into gear, while you think about how 
the next voice sounds.” 

Although Hurn found changing his voice 
to make it resonate with feminine guiles for 
his impression of Hattie Jacques a chal¬ 
lenge, he admits it was the Cockney twang 
of Sid James which has proved the most dif¬ 
ficult to master. 

“Whenever you hear people doing Sid 
James it’s always quite generic Cockney but 
I’d never really thought about his voice be¬ 
fore, so I read his autobiography and dis¬ 
covered where he came from,” said Hurn. 

“He was originally from South Africa, so 
when I started, I would say his lines in just 
a South African accent and I then added the 
East End twang and lowered it. 

“Sid James used to smoke, so I had to em¬ 
ulate that. There were lots of layers to Sid 
James’ voice.” 

The virtuoso vocal artist also performs 
many of the sound effects with his voice, in¬ 
cluding the opening of car doors and door¬ 
bells chiming, in the highly energetic piece 
of comedy theatrics.

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Y OU must have

RECIPE OF THE WEEK 

Chicken Kiev 
with wild garlic 

Serves 4 



IT'S about time we had a chicken Kiev revival. 
It used to be all the rage but it's been absent 
from restaurant menus for years now and you 
rarely even see it frozen in supermarkets 
these days. 

I've given the old classic a little seasonal 
twist here, with a filling made with wild garlic. 


4 free-range chicken breasts with the wing 
bone on, skinned 
120g butter, softened 

A handful of wild garlic leaves, cleaned and 

chopped 

3tbsp flour 

I large egg, beaten 

80-1 OOg fresh white breadcrumbs 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Vegetable or corn oil for frying 


Lay the chicken breasts on a chopping 
board with the small loose fillets facing up. 
Remove these fillets with your fingers and 
put to one side. 

Using a very sharp filleting knife or similar, 
cut up - but not right through - and inside 
from the centre on either side of the breast 
to form two flaps you can fold open and then 
back again, over the filling. 

Mix the softened butter with the wild 
garlic and season. 

Put the mixture in the middle of the 
opened-up breast and, using the palm of 
your hand, flatten the little fillet that was 
removed and lay it over the butter. 

Fold the flaps back over the fillet to reform 
the breast and make sure it is perfectly 
sealed. Leave to rest in the fridge for 30 to 40 
minutes. 

Have three dishes ready, one with the flour 
spread out on it, one with the beaten egg, 
and the third with the breadcrumbs. 

Season the stuffed breasts and coat them 
in the flour, dusting off any excess, then put 
them through the egg and finally through 
the breadcrumbs. 

Pre-heat about 8cm of vegetable oil in a 
thick-bottomed saucepan or electric fryer to 
160C to 180C. 

Deep fry the chicken for six to seven 
minutes until golden. 

Serve with a vegetable such as creamed or 
leaf spinach or a mixture of seasonal 
vegetables.

Don’t make home security the last thing on your list 



H OME security is 43rd 
on the list of things we 
think about when 
moving house - with 
Brits more concerned 
about whether their 
new neighbours will be able to see 
them sunbathing in the garden. 

A poll of 2,000 adults reveals the 
top 50 things people consider when 
changing address. 

The top priority is easy parking, 
followed by concerns over the coun¬ 
cil-tax banding. 

But the issue of home security 
comes extremely low on the list, be¬ 
neath considerations such as what 
supermarkets are nearby and how 
much decorating is required. 

Family minded Brits are also far 
more concerned about how close 
they’ll be to mum and dad than how 
safe they'll be in the new property. 

And once settled into their new 
home, 70 per cent don’t bother to in¬ 
stall a burglar alarm and 16 per cent 
don’t lock the doors and windows 
when they leave the house. 

Nigel Fisher - managing-director 
of home-security specialist Yale, 
which conducted the study - said: 
“We weren’t expecting home secu¬ 
rity to be the first thing on people’s 
minds when moving house but it has 


come much lower in the top-50 list 
than we’d have predicted. 

“On the one hand it is reassuring 
that ‘what the local crime rates are 
like’ has appeared in the top 10, as 
this would suggest some level of con¬ 
cern about safety. But we would al¬ 
ways advise checking out the local 
neighbourhood for signs of well- 
maintained buildings. 

“In addition, check door locks are 
up to insurance standards, and 
check windows and front doors for 
signs of break-ins.” 


Broadband speed is a key consid¬ 
eration and 48 per cent factor in how 
noisy the neighbours are likely to be, 
while the ‘class’ of neighbours is im¬ 
portant to 22 per cent. 

One in five don’t want to move 
into a property which has young 
children next door and many check 
if the neighbours could see them 
sunbathing in the garden. 

Whether or not a king-size bed will 
fit in the master bedroom and the 
sofa will fit through the patio doors 
also feature in the top-50 list. 


More than a third admit the last 
time they moved house they were 
more preoccupied about where 
things would go in the new property 
than home security. 

A further 64 per cent admit they 
don’t have much outside lighting, 57 
per cent don’t have any trusted 
neighbours to keep an eye on the 
property and 73 per cent don’t think 
to put lights and radios on timers 
when they go away. 

Mr Fisher said: “Home Office fig¬ 
ures have highlighted that you are 
almost twice as likely to be burgled 
in the first 12 months of being in a 
new home, so security should be at 
the forefront of people’s minds when 
moving.”

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‘Remember 
me as an 
entertainer’ 

In the second, and final, part of his forthright 
interview with LWN'sJony McDonald, 

MARK LAZARUS compares two fellow 
Rangers legends and reveals his past battle 
against antisemitism 


SATURDAY was a special oc¬ 
casion at Queens Park 
Rangers - and one former 
hero in particular was at the 
centre of the celebrations to 
mark the 50th anniversary of 
the club’s greatest triumph. 

Mark Lazarus received a 
standing ovation from fans as 
he made his way to the centre- 
circle holding a replica of the 
League Cup trophy Rangers 
won in 1967 and a commemo¬ 
rative replica white shirt bear¬ 
ing his name. 

In last week’s LWN, former 
right-winger Lazarus recalled 
his personal satisfaction in 
scoring the winning goal 
against West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion that etched Rangers’ 
name in the history books as 
the first Division Three side to 
win a Wembley cup final. 

Ten minutes into last Satur¬ 
day’s 2-1 victory over Cardiff 
City, QPR supporters ap¬ 
plauded in memory of another 
all-time favourite who graced 
the Loftus Road turf with style 
and guile. Stan Bowles is fight¬ 
ing a losing battle with 
Alzheimer’s but the fans will 
continue to press the club to 
stage a benefit match that 
would at least help pay to¬ 
wards his ongoing care. 

Although Bowles and 
Lazarus never played in the 
same team, they have shared a 
table at a number of club re¬ 
unions. And Lazarus has sym¬ 
pathy for Bowles’ plight. “I’ve 
been on the same table as Stan 
at five or six dos and we get on 
quite well. I feel sorry for the 
state he is in,” said Lazarus, 
puffing away on another cigar 
as we reflect at his Romford 
home. “But Stan is not the 
greatest player to pull on the 
QPR shirt.” 

According to Lazarus, that 
distinction belongs to his for¬ 
mer team-mate and fellow 1967 
cup legend Rodney Marsh, the 
superstar who handed his cov¬ 
eted No 10 shirt to Bowles 
when he left for Manchester 
City in the early 1970s. “With¬ 
out a doubt, Rodney is the best 
I’ve ever played with. 

“We always knew what he 
was capable of from his brief 
time at Fulham. He was a 
clown. He’d bounce the ball up 
and down on his knees, flick it 
up in the air and volley it in 
the back of the net. But that 


wasn’t how (Fulham manager) 
Vic Buckingham liked to play, 
so they clashed. 

“I made a lot of goals for 
him - one season he scored 47. 
He would do things in training 
that were amazing - flicks, 
nutmegs, the lot - and on the 
pitch he made opponents look 
silly. 

“He was well liked in the 
dressing room, one of the 
chaps. I had a very good rela¬ 
tionship with Rodney and his 
dad, Bill. 

“Rodney was a great player. 
You can't compare him to Stan 
Bowles, because there is no 
comparison. Yes, Stan was a 
very good player - I played 
against him - but he wasn't 
half as talented as Rodney. 

“Stan was more of a passer. 
But Bowlesy couldn’t do some 
of the things that Rodney 
could. In terms of skill, Stan 
wasn’t fit to lace Rodney's 
boots.” 

QPR fans idolised Lazarus 
for his skilful endeavour, com¬ 
bative style and flamboyant 
reputation as one of the 
game’s great characters who 
ignited the crowd. 

“I liked to play football with 
a smile on my face and wanted 
the fans to enjoy the game, 
too,” he said. “I’ve read that I 
used to do a lap of honour 
around the ground each time I 
scored but that’s a load of 
crap. I’d celebrate by running 
along the touchline, shaking 
hands with the fans, or bowing 
or waving to them. It was my 


way of showing my apprecia¬ 
tion. I enjoyed the adulation 
and still do.” 

In between two stints with 
Leyton Orient at opposite ends 
of a 15-season pro career span¬ 
ning from 1957 until 1972 and 
almost 500 games, he had three 
spells with QPR, spent a cou¬ 
ple of years each with Brent¬ 
ford and Crystal Palace, plus 
an unhappy five months at Di¬ 
vision One Wolves. 

Stepney-born Lazarus was 
one of eight brothers from a 
family steeped in boxing. His 
grandfather on his mother's 
side was a bare-fisted cham¬ 
pion of the East End. In the 
1950s, Lazarus’ elder brothers 
Lew and Harry fought for 
British welterweight and mid¬ 
dleweight titles under the 
name of Lazar. 

Mark Lazarus turned out 
for Fulham and Chelsea’s 
youth teams, and the same 
Hainault-based Sunday side as 
Jimmy Greaves. But it was 
while Lazarus was appearing 
for non-League Barking that 
then-Leyton Orient boss Alec 
Stock spotted the uncompro¬ 
mising winger’s talent. That’s 
when Lazarus was forced to 
quit as an undefeated amateur 
boxer and concentrate on foot¬ 
ball for a living. 

When Stock became man¬ 
ager of QPR, he brought 
Lazarus across the capital to 
join him at Loftus Road. Stock 
sold him and bought him back 
on two subsequent occasions 
in the 1960s before finally re¬ 
leasing him to Crystal Palace 
six months after they had 
tasted Wembley glory. 

“But I never once asked to 
leave QPR. Alec sold me each 
time because the club needed 
the money,” he points out. 

Lazarus’ combination of 
quick feet and fist movement, 
allied to a fiery temperament, 
earned him a bad-boy tag in 
his younger playing days and 
would land him in trouble 
with the football authorities 
on numerous occasions. As 
the most successful high-pro¬ 
file Jewish player of his era, 
he was targeted for abuse by 
opponents and rival fans. 

Although Mark, whose 
grandparents were eastern 
European immigrants, didn’t 
have a Jewish upbringing, nor 
was he barmitzvah, he re¬ 
mains proud of his heritage. 
“I’m sure certain managers 
must have encouraged their 
left-backs to try to wind me up 
but I didn’t retaliate. 

“And I tried to ignore 
derogatory comments from 
the crowd, although I did snap

once while playing for QPR at 
Halifax Town. I went to the 
barrier and was having a go 
back at this abusive fan when 
Alec Stock dragged me away. 
And, as he did so, he gave me 
a clip round the ear and told 
me to get back on the pitch.” 

Lazarus gives an insight 
into the shameful extent of the 
verbal assaults he had to en¬ 
dure on the football field: 
“They would make comments 
like ‘You stinking Jew bastard’ 
and ‘You shouldn’t be here, 
your parents should’ve suf¬ 
fered with all the others in the 
ovens’ and things like that. I 
mean, today it wouldn’t be al¬ 
lowed. But referees used to 
allow it to go on. 

“I wouldn’t be able to play 
in the modern game - they 
wouldn’t have me. I wasn’t the 
type to run back into my own 
half to help out my full-back, 
like wingers do today. I wasn’t 
a good defender at all.” 

Now 78, Lazarus married 
Fay in 1959 and the couple, 
who live at Romford, have two 
children - son Nicky (the for¬ 
mer snooker star who runs the 
family business, Mark 
Lazarus & Son Removals & 
Storage, following his dad’s re¬ 
tirement) and daughter Dena. 
There are five grandchildren: 
Remy, Tyler, Louis, Ryan and 
Blair. 

Given all the buzz surround¬ 
ing the 1967 anniversary, it’s 
been a hectic and enjoyable 
few weeks for Mark Lazarus, 
capped by his emotional re¬ 
turn to W12 last weekend. It 
was a measure of his whole¬ 
hearted endeavour, as well as 
his skill and showmanship 
qualities, that he remains a 
popular character with fans of 
all his former clubs. 

He said: “It means a lot to 
me that I always receive such 
a great reception and am made 
very welcome whenever I go 
back to QPR. I wasn’t the 
greatest or prettiest of players 
but I was one of the most excit¬ 
ing to watch. 

“I hope their fans remember 
me as a player who had a lot of 
heart, who would never back 
out of a challenge and would 
get in there where it hurts. 
And for being exciting and up¬ 
lifting, someone who would 
get them roaring when I had 
the ball at my feet. Above all, 
an entertainer.”

Wearing a special one-off all-white strip in honour of 
the their League Cup-winning heroes of 50 years ago, 
QPR moved nine points clear of the relegation zone 
thanks to their third victory in four games. 

Substitute Yeni Ngbakoto - a 58th-minute replace¬ 
ment for debutant Sean Goss - created one goal and 
scored another as Rangers ruined Neil Warnock’s re¬ 
turn to W12. 

Rangers’ manager Ian Holloway fully embraced this 
nostalgic occasion and praised the added significance 
of the win, saying: “Those players left a legacy and I 
want these players to leave a legacy in the months and 
years to come. 

“I want to thank the ex-players and the families who 
came along today - that was for them. And all the QPR 
fans who came here today to pay tribute to our heroes 
of 1967 deserved it too. 

“It’s a result to savour. To win in that special com¬ 
memorative shirt today fills me with so much pride.” 

Sol Bamba put in-form Cardiff ahead with a soaring 
header from 12 yards following a corner just before the 
interval. But Rangers levelled when French winger Ng¬ 
bakoto smashed the ball home after a fine team move 
and final pass from Jamie Mackie. 

Matt Smith headed the winner - courtesy of a deflec¬ 
tion off Jazz Richards - from Ngbakoto’s corner, the 
striker’s third goal in four since moving from Fulham 
in January. 

While it could never compare to the heroic come¬ 
back against West Bromwich Albion at Wembley, 
where Rangers fought from two down to become 3-2 
history-makers, take nothing away from this latest 
rousing display of white spirit. It was the first time 
QPR have come from behind to win a League game 
since October 2015 (v Bolton Wanderers). 

Holloway said: “Yeni made a real difference and I’m 
pleased for him because he’s worked so hard in recent 
weeks. He’s been patient but today he got his reward. 
He’s bought into what I want him to do and that's re¬ 
ally special for me. Smithy was brilliant all afternoon. 
He set Conor (Washington) alight and they looked 
great together again. 

“We’ve got some really good choices now in the final 
third but, more importantly, each and every player in 
my squad is consistently doing the right things in 
training day in, day out - and that fills me with im¬ 
mense pride.” 

Rangers hope to keep the feelgood factor going 
tonight (Tuesday), when llth-placed Barnsley visit 
Shepherd’s Bush, before a tough test at high-flying 
Leeds United on Saturday.

Conte dismisses Inter link 


But Blues’ coach admits he’s missing absent family

THE race to catch Premier League lead¬ 
ers Chelsea will take a break this week¬ 
end as most of the chasing pack will be 
in FA Cup mode as a spot at Wembley 
in the semi-finals looms close on the 
horizon. 

Blues faced West Ham United last 
night, although LWN went to press be¬ 
fore the result at the London Stadium 
was known. 

Chelsea take on Jose Mourinho’s 
Manchester United at Stamford Bridge 
on Monday (7.45pm) in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals of the FA Cup, while Arsenal 
(home v Lincoln City), Manchester City 
(away to Middlesbrough) and Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur (home v Millwall) are also 
in contention for semi-finals places. 

Of Blues’ main Premier League ri¬ 
vals, only Liverpool, who entertain 
Burnley on Sunday, have a league fix¬ 
ture this weekend, while Manchester 
City host Stoke City tomorrow 
(Wednesday). Even if City are success¬ 
ful, and Blues lost to the Hammers, the 
boys from SW6 will still be five points 
clear of their closest title challengers 
when hostilities resume. Chelsea re¬ 
sume their championship bid with a 
visit to Stoke on Saturday, March 18 - 
the day before City and Liverpool clash 
at The Etihad and Spurs face 
Southampton at White Hart Lane. 

Antonio Conte and midfielder N’Golo 
Kante won London Manager of the Year 
and Player of the Year awards respec¬ 
tively last week but the head coach 
would prefer accolades like these to be 
handed out when the campaign is over. 


“This kind of award is better to give 
at the end of the season,” he said. 

“And I hope to give this award to one 
of my players, all of my players. This 
season, until now, all my players are 
playing very well and deserve the best. 
But it’s important in this case to finish 
the right way and try to win. Only if 
you win will people remember you.” 

Unlike their main rivals, Chelsea 
have had the luxury of preparing for 
league fixtures and FA Cup ties without 
the hindrance of a European campaign. 
It’s a double-edged sword for Conte. 

“Yes, yes, I miss European football,” 
he said. “For me and my players, yes. 
The Champions League, I think, must 
be an appointment for us every year. It 
must be our house, the Champions 
League. 

“For this reason, we are putting our 
strength into playing in the Champions 
League next season. It’s a great compe¬ 
tition for every player, club and man¬ 
ager, and we want to stay there and try 
to fight to win it.” 

Does it hurt to watch the games on 
television rather than be in the stadium 
pitting his wits against the best on the 
continent? 

“Yes, I watched the Manchester City 
game against Monaco live, because I 
wanted to breathe it in, the right atmo¬ 
sphere, and feel this type of game. In 
the future, also, I hope to sit and watch 
games live.” 

Finishing in the top four was the 
remit handed down to him from owner 
Roman Abramovich. Are Chelsea 
there? 

“We started our season trying to fight 
until the end to win the title, and to try 
to fight until the end to be in the right 
position to go into next season’s Cham¬ 
pions League,” he said. 

“This was our target. But, for sure, it 
wasn't easy to start the season and 


know that six strong teams fight for the 
title and the Champions League. Don’t 
forget, in this six teams, two won’t play 
in the Champions League next season. 
They have to go into the Europa 
League, which is a bit different to the 
Champions League. But now this 
league is very, very difficult. To win the 
title and find a place to play the Cham¬ 
pions League is not easy.” 

While it’s odds-on that Chelsea will 
be back in the Champions League next 
season, the question is: will Conte still 
be head coach at Stamford Bridge? 

With his family still in Italy, the lure 
of home is never far away. 

And Inter Milan are sniffing round 
the former national and Juventus boss. 

Conte, however, is well briefed when 
it comes to defusing speculation. 

“I think my situation is very clear,” 
he said in response to the Inter link. “I 
have a contract with Chelsea. We are 
trying to build something important 
with the club, for the present and for 
the future.” 

Was there any offer at all? 

“Me, personally? No,” was his reply. 
However, he did not say if the club had 
received an inquiry about his services. 

The fact his family is still in Italy is 
something Conte admits he is not 
happy about. 

“The only problem for me this season 
was the family missing me. For sure, 
my family stayed in Italy. I’m working 
for the future to try to bring them here 
and to stay together. Family is missing 
me, this is the truth.” 

Chelsea are not known for keeping 
their managers to the end of their con¬ 
tract but Conte hopes he’s the excep¬ 
tion. 

“Every coach, when you start work¬ 
ing at a new club, you hope to stay 
many, many years because it means 
you are working very well,” he said. 


“You have the possibility to improve 
your players, to improve your team, 
and to grow together. I think this sea¬ 
son we are doing this. We are putting a 
great foundation down for the present 
and, above all, for the future. In this 
moment, it’s a transition at Chelsea. A 
season where a lot of players who won 
a lot here have changed teams. 

“So it’s normal for every coach to 
hope to stay many years in a club, to 
work to improve your players and 
reach great results, and to win. But you 
know, especially with things fresh from 
Ranieri... you have to be ready for any¬ 
thing. But if you ask my opinion, I hope 
to stay and work for and win a lot for 
this club.” 

• VICTOR Moses, the surprise package

Youngsters Reece James and Conor 
Gallagher have signed new deals that 
keep them at Stamford Bridge until 
2019. 

Both should be part of Jody Morris’ 
squad to play Tottenham Hotspur in the 
second leg of the FA Youth Cup semi¬ 
final on Saturday, March 18. The match 
at Stamford Bridge will kick-off at 
5.15pm. The first leg will be played at 
White Hart Lane next Tuesday, March 
14, at 7.15pm. 

With the Under-18 Premier League 
South section title already won, the 
Chelsea youngsters are preparing to 
take on the elite sides in a seven-game 
league that will determine the national 
under-18 champions. Also contesting 
the title, with fixtures yet to be ar¬ 
ranged, are Manchester City, Liverpool, 
Manchester United, Blackburn Rovers, 
Arsenal and Reading. 

The development squad’s PL2 game 
at Liverpool has been deferred by a day, 
to Monday, March 13 (7pm). 



Stylish Whites 
close the gap 


Focus on Craven Cottage 


IN-FORM Fulham face Leeds 
United at home tonight 
(Tuesday) hoping to close the 
gap on the Championship's 
top six. 

A typically swashbuckling 3- 
1 win over Preston at Craven 
Cottage on Saturday kept 
Whites seventh in the table, 
five points behind sixth-placed 
Sheffield Wednesday and with 
a game in hand on the Owls. 

Free-flowing Fulham are 
gaining widespread acclaim as 
the most entertaining side in 
the second tier, with only 
leaders Newcastle United 
having claimed a point more 
than the 13 the West 
Londoners have taken from 
their last six Championship 
matches. 

After hosting fourth-placed 
Leeds, who are unbeaten in 
their last four matches, Whites 
face another stiff test of their 
promotion credentials when 
they go to Newcastle on 
Saturday. Magpies have not 
lost any of their last 10 in the 
Championship and currently 
lead the race to the Premier 
League by five points from 
Brighton & Hove Albion. 

Even so, Fulham shouldn't 
head to St James' Park with an 
inferiority complex. Remember 
how they shocked the pre¬ 
season title favourites by 
beating them 1-0 at the 
Cottage on the opening night 
of the season. 

After seeing his side win four 
consecutive home 
Championship games for the 
first time since the period April 
to September 2012, head 
coach Slavisa Jokanovic said: 
"My team are definitely playing 
with confidence. We are going 
to keep going and in front of 
us we are going to have the 
chance to play two of the top 
teams in this competition. 

"We are going to test 
ourselves and we are going to 
find out where we are in this 
moment. 

"I am not such a romantic 
man. I always want to win the 
game, so I am always 
disappointed when we don't 
come away with three points. 

"We can be relatively 
satisfied as we are around the 
top six. There is a gap between 
us and the top six teams and it 
is our target to push until the 
end of the season. We are still 
in a position to keep fighting." 

The 20,000-plus at Craven 
Cottage on Saturday, where 
Preston's five-game unbeaten 
run ended along with their 
faint promotion hopes, 
certainly got full value. Sone 
Aluko shot the home side in 
front on 22 minutes before 
Chris Martin - set up by the 
adventurous Ryan Fredericks - 
netted his 10th Championship 
goal of the season at the 
Hammersmith end to double 
their lead. 

Tom Barkhuizen exposed 
some familiar defensive 
frailties when he stole in on the 
blindside and pegged it back 
to 2-1 midway through the 
second half but Neeskens 
Kebano struck 13 minutes from 
time to seal a well-earned 
three points and Fulham's 
fourth win in their last five 
Championship matches. 

Jokanovic said. "I must be 
satisfied with our performance. 
We moved the ball and created 
many chances. 

"When Preston scored their 
goal we were in some trouble 
for a few minutes but we found 
a solution. The team showed 
character and played bravely."
